Storms battered the Northwest sub- 


urbs Wednesday for the second con- 
secutlvo day with tornadoes reported 
in Streamwood, and power outages 
and house fires caused by lightning in 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove Village. 


Streamwood police said a tornado 


touched down In four places In the vil- 
lage, downing electrical lines and 
causing at least four house fires. 
There were no reports of Injuries. 


House fires caused by lightning 


wero reported in Schaumburg and Elk 
Grovo Village, and about 100 homes 
and industrial plants in Schaumburg, 
Hoffman Estates and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage were without electrical power be- 
cause of downed power lines and 
knockcd-out transformers.

firefighters 


quickly extinguished a garage blaze 
at the home of Raymond Battaglia, 
128 Williams Dr. Fire officials said 
tho garage was struck by lightning 
about 2:40 p.m. 


About IS minutes later, firefighters 


were summoned to the Gordon Mac- 
Milan home, 1102 W. Hclcne Ln., to 
fight axflro that caused about $300 
damage. Fire Chief Lloyd Abra- 
hamscn said 
lightning apparently 


struck tho house, entered the elec- 
trical system and set fire to a tele- 
vision cot. Ho reported there was 
damage to drapery and a closet door. 


The roof of the Elk Grovo Village 


pumping station, 2780 Lively Blvd., 
caught fire when struck by lightning. 
Minor damage to the Austin Fergus 


home, 578 Yarmouth Ave. was caused 
when lightning burned out the elec- 
trical system. 


Lightning hit a home at 1139 W. 


Glen Trail Rd. and damaged 20 
square feet of roofing. 


A downed 7,200-volt power line cut 


off electrical service for three hours 
to about 12 Industrial plants in the vil- 
lage's industrial park.

but there was little damage.

Commonwealth Edison Co. spokesman 
Jack Stephens said service was lost at 
about 3:15 p.m. to about 100 homes in 
the Sheffield Townc and Manor area. 
He said the power outage affected an 
area cast of Harrington Road and 
along Golf Road cost to Higglns Road.

After 28 years, Iranian father, his new wife, 4 children 
join other family members sent here to make a new life 


.Twenty-eight years ago, Eprem 
Koshaba began sending his children 
from their native Tehran, Iran, to the 
United States and the land of plenty. 


One by one, the four arrived to take 


' full advantage of the opportunities in 
America. They finally settled in Elk 
Grove Village and Mount Prospect, 
raising families of their own and ad- 
justing to the melting pot. 


Tuesday at noon, Koshaba, a spry, 


white-haired man of 76, made his way 
to his family's adopted homeland, 
bringing with him a new wife and four 
more children. He united both fami- 
lies — old and new — at a tearful 
exchange at O'Hare Airport. 


, "WE'RE STARTING a new life," he 
said, his eyes sparkling as he held son 
Joseph, 47, around the shoulders and 
watched his brood mingle for the first 
time outside the baggage-claim area 
on the lower level. 


"How was the flight? I bet you're

glad to be here? I can imagine. We're 
glad to have you here," one of the 
American Koshabas told one of the Ira 
nian Koshabas who doesn't speak 
English. They nodded understanding. 


"He's my uncle," one of the young 


Koshabas said of Abraham, his new 
8-year-old shy, brown-eyed relative. 
"Is he cute!" another said. 


The Northwest suburbs' newest Im- 


migrant was greeted by Joseph and 
Mitch, 54, both of Elk Grove Village, 
and daughters Grace Jacob of Mount 
Prospect and Sonja Bender of Elk 
Grove Village. Many of his 19 grand- 
c h i l d r e n and three great-grand- 
children were there, too. 


Koshaba introduced them to his new 


fam)ly (his first wife died 22 years 
ago) — his wife, Sophia, and three 
sons, including 18-year-old twins, and 
a 21-year-old daughter. They were 
overwhelmed with the attention they 
were getting and felt awkward at the 
meeting. (Also somewhat confusing is 
their legal relationship with their new 
family. Abraham, for example, is an 


uncle to a couple Koshabas who are 
twice his age). 


"They look the same and I look the 


same," the elder Koshaba said in 
splendid English for a man who 
hasn't been In this country for 39 
years. "They think I'm probably too 
old and can't walk. Now they think 
I'm younger than them." 


KOSHABA. BORN Jan. 1, 1899, 


lived In the United States from 1928 to 
1936. 


"That's when you were supposed to 


make a buck in America where if you 
couldn't make a buck you couldn't 
make It anywhere," Joseph said. 


He returned to Iran during the war 


years, serving as a contractor for the 
U.S. Army. When the war was over he 
wanted to come back, but doctors ad- 
vised him his wife was too 111 to move. 


So he sent his children here, he 


said, for the potential the country of- 
fered. Joseph said his father wanted 
him to be a doctor, but instead he 
turned out a "flunky machinist," who 
happens to own his own company in 


Chicago. Mitch owns a tool company 
in Itasca. 


"He's better than a doctor," said his 


dad. "He's just like his father." Kosh- 
aba has been a businessman all his 
life and plans to open a store and sell 
Iranian antiques. 


"He has more'money than all of 


us," kidded Joseph.

as he moves into his home in Elk

Iran, he said, is Americanized. He 


owned a Chevrolet and Dodge Coro- 
net, he added.

Eighth Ward Aldermen Richard 


Ward and Alan Abrams presented in- 
formation pointing to several major 
contradictions hi a report approving 
construction of the plant by the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District. 


The aldermen specifically asked the 


President's Council on Environmental 
Quality to reject the U.S. Environ- 
mental Agency's environmental-im- 
pact statement. 


DES PLAINES officials have ar- 


gued that the sewage-treatment plant 
could present health hazards to near- 
by residential areas. 


"I was very pleased with the Presi- 


dent's Council on Environmental 
Quality's recognition of the many In- 
adequacies in the environmental-im- 
pact statement," Ward said. 
„ Abrams said, "I thought the meet- 
Ing was worthwhile and I feel they 
were sympathetic to our arguments." 


The aldermen said that although 


they were encouraged by the response 
of the panel, they were unsure when it 
would act or II the action would be 
favorable. 


"WE LEFT there with no real as- 


surances from them," Abrams said. 


Tho EPA statement approves con- 


struction of the $94 million plant on a 
104-acre tract at the corner of Oakton 
Street and Elmhurst Road. 


Among the information piesented 


by Ward and Abrams was a sup- 
pressed EPA staff recommendation 
calling for the plant to be on a 112- 
acre parcel south of the Northwest 
Tollway and west of Elmhurst Road. 
The recommendation said that loca- 
tion would minimize possible health 
hazards to nearby residential areas. 


"They (President's council) seemed 


especially concerned about the rea- 
sonableness of locating a new sewage- 
treatment plant on the site closest to 
a residential community," Ward said. 


Abrams said the council was

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Shortages seen in August 
Gasoline price hike seen 


by LEA TONKIN 


A one-two punch of gasoline short- 


ages and price hikes will hit motor- 
ists by July 4, petroleum Industry ex- 
port Herbert Hugo, Chicago, predicted 
Wednesday. 


Hugo said pump prices for gasoline 


will likely Increase three to five cents 
per gallon by July 4. Regular gas will 
sell for 70 to 75 cents a gallon by the 
end of the year, he said. 


"Tho past year has been a honey- 


moon for motorists, but that's about 
over now," Hugo said. "The demand 
has been growing everywhere except 
in the Midwest, where supplies re- 
mained about even with last year's 
levels until <the last couple of weeks 
when farmers were able to get back 
Into the fields." 


Hugo predicts Increased Import tax 


and operating expenses will be passed 
along to consumers within the next 10 
days. "But the most critical period 
will como In August, which looks like 
the time wo'ro likely to have real 
problems with gasoline," he said. 
Pump prices for major brand gaso- 
line In Illinois .average 58.9 cents a 
gallon for regular and 62.9 cents a 
gallon for premium fuel, he said. 


HEAVY GASOLINE demand could 


mean a fuel oil shortage during the 
winter months. "This is the time of 
year refineries usually build up In- 
ventories of fuel oil," Hugo said. "But 
the demand is Intense for gasoline, 
and there may bo fuel oil problems 
by this fall." 


"Tho government says we're short 


of inventory and the oil companies 
say we're not," sold Zeke Olszowskl, 
executive director of the Gasoline Re- 
tailers Assn. of Metropolitan Chicago. 
Olszowskl said motorists ore already 
curtailing unnecessary driving. 


"But the oil companies tell the 


dealers they should stay open seven 
days a week and sell gasoline," he 
sold. "There's a price war going, on 
and none of the dealers are. getting the 
full profit margin allowed by the Fed- 
eral Energy Administration.)' 


Predictions of rising gasoline prices 


are "anybody's guess," Olsiewski 
said. Ho said government energy pol- 
icy, oil Import tariffs and Mideast oil 
prices can affect the outlook for sup- 
ply and price.

International payments left the so- 
called "basic" balance only $475 mil- 
lion In deficit after belrig'$8.6 billion 
In the October-December quarter. 


A sharply Improved foreign trade 


picture — dominated by lower de- 
mand for Imports from recession-pla- 
gued American industry and con- 
sumers — plus a big drop In the flow 
of U.S. Investment dollars overseas, 
were key factors In the turnaround. 


Early payments for U.S. military 


hardware by several Mideast coun- 
tries also aided the Improvement. 


Most economists consider the basic 


balance the most meaningful of the 
government's three balance-of-pay- 
mcnts measures, since It excludes 
short-term flows of "hot money," the 


sudden shifts of currency by specula- 
tors that can give a misleading pic- 
.ture of a nation's financial position 
with its neighbors. 


Included in the basic balance — 


technically known as the balance on 
current account and long-term capital 
— are trade, services, private in- 
vestment and government transac- 
tions. 


The United States has traditionally 


run a deficit In its basic balance. This 
means that more dollars flow out of 
the United States in a given period 
than arc returned by foreigners in 
deals with U.S. business and govern- 
ment. A surplus occurs when the dol- 
lar inflow exceeds the drain. 


In the first quarter, the U.S. trade 


balance moved to a $1.8 billion sur- 
plus duo to a $637 million rise In ex- 
ports and a $2.7 billion drop in im- 
ports. This more than offset a $1.2 bil- 
lion fall-off in net investment income 
that the department blamed on lower 
oil Industry profits.

nounced Wednesday that contract ne- 
gotiations have stalled and some 
131,000 workers have been alerted to 
prepare to strike Monday.

Pros. C. L. Dennis of the Broth-. 


erhood of Railway, Airline and Steam- 
ship Clerks, AFL-CIO, said negotia- 
tions with the National Railway Labor 
Conference representing the rail com- 
panies had reached an impasse. 


A formal cooling off period, which 


has averted a national railway strike 
by BRAC for the past month, expires 
at 12:01 a.m. Monday and Dennis said 
he had ordered preparations for a 
walkout then. 


'"We place the blame for this im- 


passe directly on railroad manage- 
ment," Dennis said. 


"Our BRAC negotiating committee 


meeting this week has thoroughly re- 
viewed the1 situation from the stand- 
point of our members' essential 
needs. 


"We have concluded that with the 


employers refusing to budge from 
their entrenched negative position, 
nothing in the picture at this time sug- 
gests we will bo able to avert a strike 
at 12:01 a.m. on June 23 when the 
cooling off period expires." 


William H. Dempsy, chairman of 


the National Railway Labor Confer- 
ence, said he learned about the BRAC 
strike threat from news reports. He 
said BRAC appeared prepared to act 


"without regard to the consequences a 
rail shutdown would inflict upon an 
economically-troubled nation, a hard- 
pressed industry or their own col- 
leagues in other rail unions." > 


Dempsy said the "pattern" settle- 


ment already established with 60 per 
cent of the rail workers whose unions 
have settled will cost $2.6 billion an- 
nually by the end of the three-year 
pact. 


"BRAC demands additional wage 


increases, improvements in vacation 
agreements, a more costly dental plan 
and more favorable health-and-wel- 
fare benefits than those enjoyed by 
other rail employes'and a guarantee 
of a lifetime job after a limited period 
of employment," Dempsy said. "... 
The railroad industry has no choice 


but to resist the BRAC demands," he 
said. 


At issue was a settlement pattern 


offered by a presidential emergency 
panel calling for a 41 per cent wage- 
and-benefits increase over the three- 
year life of a new contract. 


President Ford set up the panel un- 


der the National Railway Labor Act 
after federal mediation, which began 
Jan. 10, failed to achieve an agree- 
ment and the union threatened a 
walkout. The emergency board's rec- 
ommendations were handed down in 
May, along with the 30-day cooling off 
period. 


The panel said its recommendations

Wallace 'involved'; Ford gets set 


WASHINGTON.(UPI) - Gov. George C. Wallace of 


Alabama Wednesday said he would be "involved" in 
the. 1976 campaign to represent "the great gutsy middle 
class," but he stopped short from declaring he would 
seek the Democratic presidential nomination. 


Meanwhile, President Ford named Army Sec. Howard 


"Bo" Callaway of Georgia as chairman of the 1976 
Ford-for-Prcsident campaign and promised a formal 
declaration of candidacy shortly.

• , 


The selection of Callaway, a prominent figure in 


Georgia politics/ seemed to give Ford's campaign an 
instant Southern strategy flavor and some extra appeal 
for conservative Republicans who have threatened to 
support some other candidate. 


Wallace said: "My intention at this time is that I am 


going to be involved in 1976, because I believe the great 
issue of the survival of the middle class is going to need 
someone to forcefully express that viewpoint." Wallace 
spoke before nearly 1,000 delegates to the convention of * 
the National Federation of Independent Business. 


"I do intend to make a more formal announcement* 


later," Wallace said. 


White house press secretary Ron Nessen, asked why 


Ford was moving so early into active candidacy, said 
Ford wanted to start arranging political trips, raising 
campaign funds and organizing a campaign headquar- 
ters office. ' " • 


But the decision also catches the crest of Ford's ris- 


ing popularity. Polls taken since the Mayaguez crisis 
have shown Ford — something of an also ran in earlier 
surveys — is running ahead of such figures as Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy D-Mass. and Wallace.. 


Although the Wallace statement was some distance 


from an official declaration of his candidacy, it moved 
him away from his previous insistence that he had not 
yet decided whether to make his fourth pres'dential 
effort since 1964.' 


Asked after the speech why he did not make a formal 


announcement of his candidacy, Wallace replied, "That 
was good enough for today." 


Asked if he had a time set for formal announcement, 


he added: "I have other problems. It will come."

'Don 9t push peace plan': Israelis

Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 


cautioned the United States Wednes- 
day against using pressure or threats 
to push Its own peace plan for Israel 
and Egypt. He said such tactics would 
create a "pressure cooker" atmos- 
phere that could destroy progress. 


In Cairo, Egyptian officials said E- 


gypt had agreed in principle to re- 
sume negotiations on a interim Middle 
East peace settlement. The Israeli 
cabinet gave its approval to renewed 
diplomatic efforts Tuesday. 


Reports from Washington indicated 


the Ford administration would .pre- 
sent its own plan for a second interim 
Israeli-Egyptian agreement following 
the U.S. reassessment of its Middle 
East policy. 
' 


Allon told the annual assembly of • 


the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem that 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
achieved considerable progress in his 
U.S. talks with President Ford and 
Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger last 
week., 


"I think, this progress is significant 


and important," he said, adding that 
the gap between Israel and Egypt on 
reaching agreement "is perhaps nar- 
rower and there is room for further 
effdrls in order to overcome the re- 
maining points of disagreement. 


"But this effort can ne achieved 


only if those talks will not oe con- 
ducted under any pressure or any 
threats from any source. These nego- 
tiations cannot be conducted within a 
pressure cooker." 


Allon said Israel is ready to resume 


the negotiations with Egypt that were 
broken off March 22 "provided that 
America should offer her good offices 
and will not try to put forward her 
ideas. , 


"She should rather encourage the 


parties to come forward with ideas 
but never to offer its own plans in- 
stead of the parties. With a little pa- 
tience and knowing that there is no 
alternative, I think this can lead,to a 
'positive conclusion," he said. 


The U.S. position in the Middle East 


is a good one, Allon said, because 
Washington "has managed to draw a 


red line which all the Arab ooumries 
know they must not cross — that 
America is not going to sacrifice Is- 
rael for the sake of Arab support." 


Earlier, Allon told the Knesset par- 


liament that Britain's reported $90 


million arms deal with Egypt will 
strengthen extremist Arab tendencies 
toward war rather than peace. He said 
he had relayed Israel's concern in a 
meeting Saturday with tne British 
ambassador to Jerusalem.

Bin Musaed was publicly beheaded in 
Riyadh Wednesday for the murder of 
his uncle, King Faisal of. Saudi

A throng jammed the square out- 


side AI Hokm Palace — the palace of 
justice — and applauded the execu- 
tioner as he slashed the 27-year-old 
prince's neck three times' before the 
head rolled from the body, witnesses 
said.

The sword rose and fell at one-min- 


ute intervals to increase the suffering 


of the American-educated assassin,, 
who gunned down King Faisal on 
March 25 while the monarch was 
holding court on the birthday of the 
Prophet Mohammed, witnesses said. 
Each time the blade came down, the 
crowd cheered, they said. 


When finally the prince lay dead, 


his long white robe spattered with 
blood, the crowd milled around for IS 
minutes, seeking to view the body.

Inspection of mobile 
home trailers begins 


State Inspection of Elk Grove Mo- 


bile Park trailers began Tuesday to 
determine which of the dwellings con 
bo moved to a now location. 


The park's 750 residents are receiv- 


ing relocation aid from the Illinois De- 
partment of Transportation Division 
of Water Resources, because the site 
is being flooded. 


The pork site at 941 Hlggins Rd., 


Elk Grove Township, is part of what 
will become a 470-acre lake in the Up- 
per Salt Creek Watershed plan, de- 
signed to alleviate flooding along Salt 
Creek. 


Its residents have been notified by 


the state that they will have to move 
soon, probably by the end of summer. 
However, they are being cautioned 
not to relocate until the state notifies 
them, and their mobile homes are In- 
spected to determine what cash and 


other moving benefits they are en- 
titled. 


Relocation agents hired by the Divi- 


sion of Water Resources, urge owners 
or tenants of the mobile homes to con- 
tacts them with questions. 
" If they do not check with us first It 


may jeopardize their eligibility to re- 
ceive relocation payments," said a 
spokesman, Howard Nyberg. 


He cautioned people to check with 


the agents before signing any agree- 
ments to rent or buy a new mobile 
homeslte or regular house. 


"Don't sign any agreements to 


move from the Elk Grove park or 
physically move from it, without first 
checking with our agents," he said.

they just like to be called "trailer 
people," who are permanent residents 
of a community. That's one reason 
It's going to be hard for them to relo- 
cate when the Elk Grove park is 
closed and many trailers destroyed to 
make way for a 470 acre lake in the 
upper Salt Creek Watershed Project. ••• 


'"IM PROBABLY going to get some 


money for the old 'trailer and (the • 
state) talk about giving me $4,000 that 
I can use for four years to pay the 
difference in higher rents at other 
parks. Maybe it won't be too bad, 
moving apd all, but I'm used to this 
place and the neighbors are used to 
me, I wish I could stay," said the el- 
derly woman. 


Mike Hemstock is not sure if he is 


eligible for anything more than a 
maximum $500 moving benefit to, 
move his recently purchased trailer 
somewhere else. 


"The state relocation agent told me 


that since I bought my place last Feb. 
17, I probably am not eligible for all 
the benefits other owners are en- 
titled," said Hemstock. 


State officials are using April 11 as 


the displacement notice date. An own- 
er who occupied a mobile home per- 
manently for a period of 90 days prior 
to April 11 is eligible for entrance and 
other similar fees required for admis- 
sion to another park and a $4,000 rent 
subsidy. 


HEMSTOCK SAID he probably 


will appeal the deadline decision. "I 
put every penny I had into buying the 
place and moving in. I'd heard stories 
that the park was going to be closed 
but the manager of the place said 'ev- 
erything's 'cool' and now I guess I've 
been shafted," he said. 


Many Elk Grove trailer residents 


are worried if other similar parks will 


accept them as tenants since they 
have large families. 


"Some parks don't care for too 


many children," said one man. 


A mother, who has two school age 


children, said she wouldn't mind mov- 
ing from Elk Grove "if the kids can 
stay in the same school." She is hop- 
ing the state can find space in a near- 
by park in the same school district. 


THE MAJORITY of residents be- 


lieve current meetings with the state 
officials are both informative and an 
effort by the state to help. Some also 
look at the forced relocation as a good 
tune for a change. 


Chuck Harper, a Vietnam veteran, 


who now works in 'a local school dis- 
trict, said the relocation could be an 
opportunity to buy a new home. 


"We, my wife and I, liked the trail- 


er because it was a good deal. The 
rent is cheap — $75 a month — and 
even if the trailer .is over 100 years 
old it wasn't too bad and I fixed it up 


• a lot. 


"It was a start for us and maybe 


now that the park is getting flooded 
it's a good time to use the cash we 
will probably get to put the money 
down on a small house," said Harper. 


"I just hope when they (the state) 


say we can get up to almost $9,000 in 
relocation help for the purchase of im 
movable trailers, they really mean 
it," he said. 


S. A. "Slim" Gowne, is a little pes- 


simistic about the state's word. 


"No one Is moving out my trailer 


until I have the moving check and the 
rent subsidy in my hand. You better 
believe I'm not moving with just a 
promise from the state," he said. 


"I'm telling you the truth — You 


can't trust them," Gowen said. 


One female resident, who has lived 


in trailer parks most of her life, said: 
"Nobody gives a damn about 'trailer 
trash.' That's what I've been called 
since I was 5-years-old. I'll listen to 
the state's' promises. Who knows, 
maybe things will change? Maybe 
they (state) even care about us? We'll 
see."

not justify the construction of the 
O'Hare plant at the proposed site. 


DES PLAINES officials have been 


battling with the MSD for nearly 10 
years over construction of the plant. 


One option open to the council 


would be to request a supplement to 
the environmental-impact statement 
which would cover any unanswered 
questions about the plant. 


Abrams said he docs not know if the 


request would be binding on the EPA, 
but added that if it was rejected tha 
EPA could be vulnerable to a law- 
suit.

Recreational lake plan 
Flood control dam may 
worsen flooding: chiefs 


Rolling Meadows officials fear the 


dam planned as part of flood control 
projects In the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve will worsen flooding in Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


The dam Is lo create a 470-acre rec- 


reational lake below the junction of 
the north and west branches of Salt 
Creek, and Is the biggest portion of 
the Upper Salt Creek Watershed flood 
control project. The Division of Wa- 
terways, Illinois Dcpt. of Trans- 
portation, Is overseeing the $33 million 
project. 


Consulting City Engr. James Mul- 


downey said the city agreed to sup- 
port the project on the basis of er- 
roneous documents prepared by the 
North Cook County Soli and Water 
Conservation District. The documents 
showed a very small flood area would 
result from the project, Muldowney 
sold. But new aerial maps received 
from the Division of Waterways in- 
dicate much of Rolling Meadows Is in 
the flood area, he said. 


MULDOWNEY said the new mate- 


rial shows sections of the city have 
lower elevations than the flood crest 
elevation shown for the project. For 
example, ho said, a retention pond In 
the Gould, Inc., project on Golf Rood 
at the Northwest Tollwoy Is three feet 
lower than the flood crest level, al- 
though parking and other use areas 
are not that low. 


Muldowney presented the com- 


mittee members with copies of an 
agreement being sought by the state, 
which would absolve the city of any 
legal responsibility for damage, in- 
jury or loss of life as a result of flood- 
ing. The committee did not recom- 
mend city acceptance but Instructed 
Muldowney to explain (ho situation to 
City AUy. Donald M. Rose. 


Aid. John T. Rock, 3rd, said "the 


state is asking the city to hold them 
harmless from their own stupid mis- 
take" in the allegedly erroneous ma- 
terial first presented. 


Muldowney said it appears that Is 


"essentially" true. "I don't see a solu- 
tion. They can't give us any assur- 
ances there won't be any damage," 
said Muldowney. Rock suggested, and 
the other city officials agreed, Mul- 
downey should consult Rose to deter- 
mine possible action to oppose further 
state construction on the dam, in- 
cluding a court Injunction.

had no clues as to the Identity of a 
young woman found shot to death 
Monday in an alley behind 1473 Henry 
St.

the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
but have received no response. 


Attempts earlier this week to Identi- 


fy the woman through Chicago Police 
Dept. fingerprint files were unsuc- 
cessful. 


A photograph and description of the

Behrends compared it with a 
100-year frequency storm, which he 
said leaves 5.7 inches of rainfall in 24 
hours. 


Behrends said the watershed project 


"will not eliminate flooding, but will 
reduce it," The council committee's 
concern represents a "strictly unin- 
formed attitude,"-he said. He sug- 
gested the committee might wish to 
request the Division of Waterways 
hold a seminar for city officials to ex- 
plain the project in greater depth. 


"I'm certain we would, make it 


available if they so desire," he said. 


Part of Muldowney's concern was 


that back-up water from the dam 
would overtax the drainage system In 
the city, preventing it from accepting 
storm water as it falls. Most of the 
city's storm water drains into Salt 
Crecki he said. 


IN THAT CASE, Muldowney said, 


flooding could result, or be increased 
from present levels, "anywhere in the 
city," because the city's drainage sys- 
tem would In effect be filled. 


Direct flooding at flood-crest levels 


would be in a zone along the creek 
between Golf and Algonquin roads, a 
low point In the slope of land through- 
out the city. That land is zoned for 
manufacturing and multiple family 


> residential use, he said. 


Muldowney said he would be unable 


to determine the actual ramifications 
of the project without very expensive 
analysis' of the city's entire storm 
sewer system, and without detailed In- 
formation that has not been provided 
by the state on such matters as storm 
frequency, duration, and flood crest 
elevations.

gressmen from Illinois have declined 
to take part In a move by some of 
their fellow newcomers to replace 
House S p e a k e r Carl Albert, 
D-Oklahoma. 


The three agreed that failure of the 


Wth Congress to achieve major legis- 
lation in critical areas thus far is the 
fault of President Ford, not tho 
Democratic majority. 


Although the House has failed three 


times to override presidential vetoes, 
Rep. Abncr Mlkvn, D-10th (technical- 
ly a freshman though ho served in 
Congress previously) said Wednesday, 
"Tho Issue in next year's election Is 
going to bo that tho Democratic Con- 
gress did pass legislation attacking 
major programs, but It was tho Presi- 
dent who obstructed it."

Carr of Michigan, have critlczlcd Al- 
bert for his failure to produce the two- 
Ililrcls majority necessary to override 
vetoes of a comprehensive farm bill, 
an emergency Jobs program, and a 
bill tightening restrictions on strip 
mining. 


HUT A MOVK to oust Albert, which 


was to havo been discussed at a 
caucus of freshmen Tuesday night, 
failed to develop in a full Democratic 
caucus Wednesday. 


"I purposely stayed away from the 


Tuesday meeting," sold Hep. Paul 
Simon ot Carbondalc. 


Simon, who spent 12 years In the 


Illinois General Assembly, said much 
of tho dissatisfaction with Albert is 
due to inexperience among the new- 
comers. 


"Some of the now members simply 


expect too much of the leadership," 
said Simon. "There arc many mem- 
bers who have been here IS and 20 
years. You don't Just simply tell them 
how to vote." 


Rep. Martin Russo of South Holland 


blamed tho failure to override the 
vetoes on "arm-twisting" by the 
White House. "I'd like to know what 
went on during those three weeks be- 
tccn tho passage of the strip-mining 
bill and the vote on the veto," Russo 
said. 


THE DILL originaly passed, 333-86, 


a margin of 42 votes more than 
needed to override a veto. But the mo- 
tion to override got only 250 votes. 


"There was some game-plnylng on 


that bill," Mlkva observed, Indicating 
that some voted for the bill to appease 
voters back home, then voted to sus- 
tain tho veto. He said Democrats as 
well as Republicans were involved in 
that maneuver. 


"But we havo had practically 90 per 


cent of the Democrats voting together 
on most issues," Mikva said. "I think 
that's about as monolithic as I want 
my party to be." 


Mlkva said Democratic conduct in 


this session of Congress has borne out 
what he said in his 1972 campaign. "I 
campaigned for six months on the 
statement that election would not 
mean a 'veto-proof Congress," he 
said. 


Simon said that while tho Demo- 


crats fell five votes short of over- 
riding the veto of a bill providing $5,3 
billion to generate 000,000 votes, the 
vote represented the largest per- 
centage of votes by the Democratic 
membership In 14 years. 


But Russo charged that failure to 


pass on effective energy bill is the 
fault of a coalition of Republicans and 
Southern Democrats. 


"There are 40 or SO Democats from 


the Southern states and every one oE 
them Is oriented to the oil industry," 
said Russo. "And tho Republicans 
vote with them right down the line." 


MIKVA SAID that with 435 mem- 


bers in Congress, "It is difficult to 
govern from that forum." The prob- 
lem in formulating an energy policy, 
he said, "is that we have a President 
who doesn't propose. Ills nearly im- 
possible for Congress to take the in- 
itiative." 


Russo charged that "White House 


lieutenants have torpedoed every pro- 
posal" Democrats havo made on deal- 
ing with the energy crisis. He said 
Democrats have tried to attack areas 
"where tho waste is — gasoline con- . 
sumption on autos" and phase in a 
program over several years to givo 
industry a chance to adjust. "But they 
(Republicans and Southern Demo- 
crats) are insisting on flat 12.5 per 
cent tax on fell oil products — which 
would be passed right on to the con- 
sumer." 


The three Illinois freshmen agreed 


that if. there was any criticism to be 
made of the Democratic leadership it 
is simply that it is not making clear 
to the public tho efforts which the 
Democrats havo made on major legis- 
lation. 


"But I think the President Is mis- 


reading Harry Truman's tactics in 
1948," said Mlkva. "Truman cam- 
paigned against a 'do-nothing' Con- 
gross. But Ford is fighting a Congress 
that is doing things."

Electronic money will soon "blip" 


-Its way Into our lives, Increasingly 
replacing coin and paper money, 
checking and credit cards. 


The advent Is expected to bring n 


revolution In our buying and banking 
habits. 


"There has always been a change of 


the payment medium," said Donald 
Jacobs, dean of the Graduate School 
of Management, Northwestern Uni- 
versity. 


"Once there was only metal, then 


paper became better for you. Then 
checking became better. Now cards 
are more convenient than checks. 
What we see Is new proposition." down 
the line." 


People will have a credit curd-like 


plate to pay for goods and services 


• directly through polnt-of-purchaso ter- 
minals. The cost will be electronically 
debited from a designated bank ac- 
count and credited to the business 
where the purchase is made. 


.MOST HANKING 
will be done 


through an electronic funds-transfer 
system. Touch-tone phones at home 
' will be used to pay bills or transfer 
•funds among savings, checking and 
; credit accounts. Terminals at shop- 
'plng centers will be able to perform 
, those functions and dispense cash too 
' by Inserting a card and pushing but- 
tons. 


Instead of giving out paychecks, 


,'employers using magnetic tapes will 
arrange to credit whatever variety of 
; accounts employes designate. 
• Prcauthorizcd payments for mort- 
gage, car payments, utilities and 
charge accounts will be done auto- 
matically by the bank. 


The Midwest Automated Clearing

The local operation follows successful 
experimental systems operating In 
California and Georgia. 


The Air Force already is using com- 


puters to make payroll deposits and 
widespread acceptance by airmen and 
officers. And the Social Security Ad- 
ministration Is ready to begin making 
prcauthorizcd deposits too, figuring It 
will cut down tho number of checks 


'. that never reach their destination on 
. first mailing, a number estimated at 
,20 per cent of the 30 million sent 


• monthly. 
. 
Industry is expected to follow suit. 


'.Most financial people agree that the 
: checking system Is ready for chango 
• nimcd at cutting down the 25 billion 
paper checks written each year. 


THK CUtUlENT system works 


through couriers who walk around a 
circular tablo and drop off checks 
written from other banks into desig- 
nated bins, then pick up the checks 
written from tho banks they work for. 
. With.half the checks in the U.S. 
.written to a regular recipient each 
; month — utilities, mortgage com- 
'panics, etc. — prcauthorizcd pay-

"I don't believe the average guy is 


going to be upset if the phone or elec- 
tric company debits his account be- 
cause they have integrity,", said Ger- 
ald Fitzgerald, chairman of the board .

"He's not going to let some 
schlock used-car salesman do it." 


Fitzgerald said the' idea of pro- 


authorized payment Is not new, giving 
the example of a banker in a small 
Kentucky community who also owned 
the local telephone company. He 
wouldn't wait for the customer to pay 
his bill. He would Just take the money

from the customer's account, said 
Firzgerald. 


Polnt-of-purclmsc terminals allow- 


ing people to pay for goods elec- 
tronically with an electric funds-trans- 
fer system between the First Savings 
and Loan of Nebraska and the Hlnky 
Dink food stores there. 


IN CHICAGO, the Continental Illi- 


nois National Bank and Trust Co. is 
reported ready to install similar sys- 
tems in Dominick's Finer Food stores 
and the Mercantile National Bank in 
Jewel stores. They arc waiting for au- 
thorization to get them operating. 


Continental has three electronic- 


funds transfer (EFT) machines In- 
stalled away from the bank in the 
Loop and reportedly has 200 more on 
order, said William 0. Kurtz, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Bankers Assn. 


Three area banks — The DCS 


Plaincs Bank, First Bank and Trust 
Co. of Palatine and Schaumburg State 
Bank — have unmanned teller ma- 
chines. 


The Harris Bankcorp has set up 


several Money Stores in suburban 
shopping centers including Woodficld 
and Randhurst where money from 
credit accounts can be drawn using 
the unmanned machines.

Fitzgerald 
recognizes » electronic 


banking as the wave of the future but 
said people will still want human ser- 
vices. He had a prcnuthorizcd deposit 
arrangement with Chcmplcx Corp. in 
Rolling Meadows several years ago 
and it didn't work out. 


Fitzgerald also said the $50,000 auto- 


matic teller machines being put in are 
not yet paying for themselves.

Jacobs said people will get used to 


using unmanned tellers when they are 
conveniently 
placed where people 


shop. 


If the consumer needs personalized 


services once a month or every three 
months he will be willing to drive IS 
or 20 minutes to get that service, he 
added. 


Bankers generally' agree the ma- 


chines are going to replace "brick 
and mortar" facilities because the 
machines cost $50,000 and a building 
costs many <times as much to open 
and staff. 


ONLY THE TIMETABLE at which 


electronic 
banking' will 
be com- 


monplace Is debatable. Most bankers 
agree it will be here sooner or later, 
but it will come. 


"Eighteen years ago there was not 


one commercial computer in the 
U. S.". said Jacobs. "Now there are 
computers in industry, reservation 
systems, cash registers. IBM thought 
it would build a dozen in_ 1958 ... it 
built thousands; a remarkably signifi- 
cant development." 


The card used to make transactions 


will be safe from abuse if lost, said 
James Swiatek, vice, president of The 
First Bank and Trust Co. of Palatine. 
There will be four secret digits the 
holder of the card will have to accu- 
rately punch into a machine before 
the card can be used to complete a 
transaction. Merchants won't have to 
worry about bad checks either, be 
added, because a sale won't clear tho

"One 'bad' attribute (of electronic 


. money) is you won't be able to default 


on loans," said Jacobs, when asked if 
people's spending habits will become 
public information. "The real question 
is if it is your inalienable right to be a 
deadbeat. The long-range effect will 
be cheaper credit. In the long range, 
ft will be good." 


FROM THE COMPUTER room at local banks checks 
will be cleared using electronic signals sent to a 


automated clearing house and will replace bundles 
of canceled checks now distributed by couriers. 


Swiatek added most people have 


nothing to hide anyway.' ' 


In the switchover period, legislators 


will have to set up rules and laws &o 
that people's privacy will be pro- 
tected. The information kept on com- 
puters should not be obtainable from 
private parties without a request from 
the consumer, Jacobs said. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT and govern- 


ment agencies should not have access 
to personal financial information with- 
out the same kind of warrant needed 
to search a house, he added. 


The future of the 27 banks in the 


Northwest suburbs cannot be consid- 
ered without taking several factors 
into account. 


The Supreme Court this week 


ruled a big bank that has regularly 
done business with a smaller bank 
can buy the smaller bank without the 
purchase constituting branching. Illi- 
nois is one of three states that does 
not allow banks to branch. 


James E. Smith, U.S. Controller of 


the Currency, has ruled that elec- 
I r o n i c tellers do not constitute 
branches. Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
J. Scott has delivered a contrary rul- 
ing and the issue will be decided here 
by the courts. Smith recently warned 
Illinois bankers that they better get 
ready for competition when the bar- 
riers to branching arc eased. 


• The federal Hunt Commission has 


s a i d 
that unlimited competition 


among different types of saving in- 
stitutions would ultimately create a 
better deal for the consumer. Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford has urged that writ- 
ing checks against interest- bearing 
savings accounts bo allowed nation- 
ally at savings and loans. Pressures 


to compete have been created by un- 
manned tellers established between 
savings and loans and food chain* in 
other states. 


Indications are that branching on a 


national level will be allowed despite 
its blockage in Illinois and that small- 
bank interests in this state who have 
prevented branching will have to give 
way. 


ONCE BRANCHING Is allowed big 


banks will not buy up local banks, 
said Lawrence A. Kerns, board chair- 
man of Mount Prospect State Bank. 
Big banks won't pay "two times book 
value" for established banks when, 
they can open their own, he added. 


Howard A. McKee of Wheeling 


Trust and Savings, The Bank of Buf- 
falo Grove and 15 others said he 


doesn't fear big banks coming to tha 
area. 


"We're better qualified to serve our 


own areas," he said typifying the atti- 
tude of suburban bankers. 


AMBI, the Assn. for Modern Bank- 


Ing in Illinois, has fought for branch- 
ing in the state since it formed three 
years ago. It is made up of banks rep- 
resenting 20 per cent of the Illinois 
Bankers Assn's. former membership 
and 80 per cent of bank deposits in the 
state. • 


A. Andrew Boemi, AMBI spokes- 


man and president of Madison Bank 
and Trust Co., Chicago, said he is not 
fearful of big banks opening branches. 
"I'd be concerned for small banks 
with inadequate management," he 
said.

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'Equal assessment' bill makes progress 


Legislation to end the wide disparity 


in property tax assessment levels 
across the state has made progress 
this week in the Illinois General As- 
sembly. 


A bill to transfer responsibility for 


setting multipliers to equalize assess* 
ments across the state from the Illi- 
nois Dcpt. of Local Government Af- 
fairs to a newly created Property Tux 
Commission was approved this week 
by the House. 


A companion bill, which has re- 


ceived house approval and is being 
readied for Senate passage, calls for 
all property tax assessments across 
the state to be set at a uniform S3 per 
cent of market value. 


STATE REP. Samuel C, Maragas, 


D-Cnlcago, chairman of the House 
revenue committee, which sponsored 


the legislation, said the bills are an 
outgrowth of a Joint House and Senate 
committee that studied inequities and 
abuses of tax'assessments throughout 
, the state. 


Mnragas said taxes paid by Cook 


County properly owners will remain 
virtually unchanged by the require- 
ment that property be assessed at the 
33 1/3 per cent average. 


Mnrngns said the new commission 


will compare tax "performance stan- 
dards" across the state. It will have 
three members, appointed by the gov- 
ernor with the consent of the state 
senate. Members of the commission 
will serve six-year terms and will be 
required to have education and expe- 
rience in by-value property tax ad- 
ministration, Mnragas said.

• A bill raising the state's minimum 
wage from $1.00'an hour to $2.30 by 
1077 was approved Wednesday by the 
Senate Labor and Commerce Com- 
mittee.

Thomas Hanahan, D-McHcnry, al- 
ready has passed the House. 


The bill will raise the wage floor to 


$2.20 next January and $2.30 by Jan. 
1, 1077. It applies to workers 18 or 
older not covered by federal wage 
laws but docs not cover agricultural 
workers. 


Minimum for workers under 18 


would be increased from $1.55, to $1.75 
next year and $1.95 In 1077. The bill 
eliminates exemptions for employers 
with five or fewer workers and tight- 
ens other aspects of the law.

School board 


misled parents 


The Schaumburg Township 


DisL 54 Board of Education has 
found itself in the uncomfortable 
position of having to decide 
whether to close Blackhawk 
School in Hoffman Estates. Dis- 
trict officials have no one to 
blame but themselves for the 
controversy now surrounding 
that decision. 


The board is currently weigh- 


ing an administration recom- 
mendation to close the 17-year- 
old school while facing parent 
pressure to keep Blackhawk 
open and renovate it at a cost of 
nearly $573,000. The board will 
discuss the future of the school 
at its meeting tonight but is not 
expected to make a decision. 


Parents say the board has a 


moral obligation to keep the 
school open. They say district of- 
ficials promised the building 
would be remodeled when they 
drew up a $16.16 million referen- 
dum which voters approved in 
February, 1974. Parents say 
that, although the board may be 
within its legal right to change 
its mind, it would be double- 
crossing those from Blackhawk 
who worked for passage of the 
referendum. 


And the parents are right.

When the publicity came out 


prior to the referendum, the dis- 
trict made it very clear Black- 
hawk was slated for "renovation 
and/or reconstruction." 


Officials now say there was 


some discussion that Blackhawk 
would not be used as a school 
and the public was made aware 
of that option. But the pre- 
ponderance of the referendum 
promotional material stated flat- 
ly Blackhawk would be reno- 
vated. 


It's unfortunate that, with the 


exception of two members, the 
board faced with making the de- 
cision is not the same board that 
led the public down the garden 
path a little over a year ago. 


However, we cannot say that 


closing Blackhawk would be a 
bad decision. The school is one 
of several which were built by 
Hoffman-Rosner Developers and 
donated to the district. The 
school is constructed with mate- 
rials used for homes and has 
been plagued with ventilation, 
lighting, heating and acoustical 
problems. 


A state study of the school, 


completed two months after the 
referendum, also recommended 
Blackhawk be closed. The build- 
ing Is considered too small and 
poorly designed and probably 
should not be retained as a 
school. 
, 


Yet the board should be aware 


of its responsibility to the com- 
munity It serves. With its con- 
stantly increasing growth, Dist. 
54 will no doubt face other refer- 
enda in the future. The district 
has set itself up for the current 
controversy 
and 
criticism. 


Board members should be care- 
ful not to let something like this 
happen again.

The local-pilot program can

It's a good idea that makes 
sense for the economy and the 
environment.

Map faces Walker peril

Each legislative session of the Illi- 


nois General Assembly has a way of 
shaping itself into a mold fitted 
around a particular issue. 


The best guess about the regular 


session of the 79th General Assembly, 
which is proceeding toward its demise 
in the next week or so is that the issue 
it will finally come down on is the 
congressional rcdistricling of- the 
state. 


There is massive pressure on legis- 


lators to support the redistricting plan 
put forth by allies of Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, who seems intent 
on a new congressional map which 
would increase by nearly 50 per cent 
(from 56 to 78) the number of dele- 
gates he might control at the 1976 
Democratic National Convention. 


The guy who would be hurt most by 


the Daley redistricting plan is U.S. 
Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, whom 
most agree would be thrown into a 
hopelessly Republican district as a re- 
sult of Daley's scheme to create a 
new congressional district for Aid. Ro- 
man Pudnski and to draw suburban 
territory into Democratically domi- 
nated Chicago areas. 


Mikva has had key staff members 


in Springfield for weeks bird-dogging 
the bargaining on redistricting. 


Up to now, it has been all uphill for

the Mikva lobbyists trying to scare up 
votes to defeat the remapping. Da- 
ley's plan won approval first in Sen- 
ate committee and then by the full 
Senate, and last week It was approved 
by the House Executive Committee. 
At this writing, Mikva backers — who 
started out confident of stopping the 
bill in the House — were conceding 
that their chances of success were no 
better than 50-50. 


Long standing associates of Mikva 


still in the House have either been 
avoiding Mikva backers or waffling 
on how they are finally going to vote 
on the redistricting which could de- 
prive their old friend of his congres- 
sional seat. That is the measure of the 
heat which has been applied by the 
Daley machine in Springfield. 


It becomes more and more appar- 


ent that the hopes of stopping the re- 
districting rest on a veto by Gov. Dan- 
iel Walker, a hope which many Mik- 
vaites do not view with enthusiasm. 


True, Walker has all but said publi- 


cly that he would' veto the Daley re- 
map. True, he has said that Abner 
Mikva is one of the finest congress- 
men in the nation, and nothing should 
be done to endanger his chances of 
reelection. 


But the specter of a deal between 


Daley and Walker haunts those who 
share the governor's expressed senti- 
ments. What, they keep asking them- 
selves, might persuade the governor 
to look the other way while Daleyite 
legislators cut the ground out from 
under Mikva? 


It may be that their worries are un- 


founded. If redistricting is really what 
Daley wants from the 79th General 
Assembly, it may be exactly the issue 
on which Walker will gleefully refuse 
to compromise. 


A chief ware in Walker's political 


trade has been and continues to t» his 
adamant opposition to Daley and the 
mayor's minions — on the Crosstown 
Expressway, for instance. In Down- 
state Illinois, where Walker looks for 
a lion's share of his votes, and where 
hardly anybody ever heard of Abner 
Mikva, the important thing to thou- 
sands of voters is that Dan Walker is 
opposed to that... Daley. 


That is no less true of Democrats 


from other parts of the nation, who 
may have some say, on who is going 
to be on the Democratic national tick- 
et in 1976 or 1980. 
'Deny it as be may, the redistricting 
plan has been laid Bquarely to the ma- 


chinations of Daley, and no Demo- 
crats in the legislature have troubled 
themselves to deny that assessment. 
Having little effect on areas outside of 
Chicago and Cook County, the redist- 
ricting question has not become a 
burning issue Downstate. 


But if Daley ramrods it through the 


General Assembly, and the governor 
vetoes it, it will be in the Downstate 
press yet another victory by Gov. Dan 
over Boss Daley. 


That will play in Peoria.

Amid the confusion about whether 


the State of Illinois Is on the brink of 
bankruptcy, one aspect hasn't gotten 
much attention.

Other considerations arc a good 


deal more noticeable — like whether 
the state's welfare budget can absorb 
a 6 per cent cut during a period of 
high unemployment or whether Gov.

TUESDAY, the 'Democratic-, lead- 


ership of the General Assembly came 
up with-another idea, which, if car- 
ried out, would cause even more 
trouble than Walker's flat budget cut. 
They have suggested that the money 
be appropriated but the governor be 
given the right to withhold part of the 
money if necessary. 


That makes a lot of political sense 


for the legislators, but all it will do 
for school districts (and all the other 
state departments and other groups 
which rely on state funds) is leave 
them in doubt about their budgets un- 
til next spring. 


Since almost all governmental 


budgets in the state are inter- 
connected, the state's problem is 
bound to affect school districts and 
every other government to which you 
.pay taxes.

With tho convening today of the 


International Women's Year Con- 
ference In Mexico City, it may 
soon become apparent whether 
IWY will really be "n time to 
translate into action tho principle 
of equality of men and women." 


That la the purpose of tho Year 


05 expressed by the secretary- 
general of IWY and tho United 
Nations conference, Hclvi L. Si- 
pila. 


Tho 2,000 to 3,000 official dele- 


gates to the conference have been 
charged by tho Economic and So- 
cial Council of tho U.N. to "ex- 
amine to what extent tho organi- 
zations of tho United Nations sys- 
tem have Implemented tho recom- 
mendations for the elimination of 
discrimination 
against 
women 


mndo by tho commission on the 
Status of Women." 


THAT DECLARATION was in- 


itiated by the U.N. General As- 
sembly 12 years ago and was 
adopted by that body Nov. 7,1967. 


Along with the mandates of the 


U.N. declaration, which basically 
spells out the kinds of rights that 
would be encompassed by the pro- 
posed Equal Rights. Amendment 
in this country, 
International 


Women's Year has set as its goals. 
" e q u a'l 11 y, development and 
peace." 


Thus, the task of the conference 


in Mexico will be to evaluate the 
roles of women and men in politi- 
cal, social, economic, family and 
cultural life, and to look at "ma- 
jor obstacles which hinder tho 
contribution of women." 


THE CONFERENCE has also 


been charged by the U.N. to 
"launch an international action 
program" to achieve the stated 


There has been some specula- 


tion that the conference, which 


will cost $1.7 million, may be 
overshadowed by economic con- 
frontation 
between the 
Third 


World countries and tho Industrial 
nations. 


With or without such con- 


frontaUpn, tho conference will be 
faced with the awesome responsi- 
bility of trying to bridge levels of 
development ranging from coun- 
tries where women draw water In 
primitive mud holes to countries 
where women seek to climb cor- 
porate ladders. 


MEANWHILE, In the United 


States, a National Commission on 
tho Observance of International 
Women's Year was finally named 
by President Ford in April and its 
members have begun to plan their 
work. 


Chaired by Jill Ruckelshaus, 


former director of women's af- 
fairs for the White House, the 
Commission Includes 29 women 
and 4 men. One of its members is 


Wcston Christopherson, president 
of Jewel Companies in Chicago. 
'According to Christopherson, in- 
its first two meetings the Commis- 
sion discussed and approved a 
statement endoring passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment, and it 
set up committees to develop rec- 
ommendations which will be pre- 
sented in the Commission's final 
report to the President. 


THE COMMITTEES are looking 


at such areas as new legislation, 
better enforcement of existing leg- 
islation, media 
coverage 
and 


treatment of women, arts and 
humanities, 
reproductive 
free- 


dom, child development and gov- 
ernment structure. 


Christopherson said he is im- 


pressed by the capabilities and 
commitment of the commission 
members and that he has "strong 
hopes" they will make a signifi- 
cant impact on awareness of 
women's accomplishments and of 


areas that need improvement. 


"It's 
not a dramatic break- 


through, but rather a continuing 
process," Christopherson said of 
the Commission's work, which he 
hopes will continue beyond-Inter- 
national Women's Year in work- 
ing toward its goals. He said he 
anticipates the group will work 
into 1976 to make up for time lost 
in the naming of members. 


THE COMMISSION has a staff 


of about six people working under 
the aegis of the State Department 
in Washington. Also in Washing- 
ton is the U.S. Center for IWY, a 
non-political organization spon- 
sored by a grant from the State 
Department. 


The IWY Center, directed by 


Ruth Bacon, exists to promote 
IWY. To supplement its budget 
for disseminating information, it 
sells jeweley engraved with the 
IWY symbol. 


At press time the center had not 


responded to The Herald's request 
for information on the center's 
budget and on worldwide IWY ex- 
penditures. 


LOCALLY there is yet another 


IWY center operated in Chicago 
by Ann Poag and Sara Hargrave. 
The center publishes a newsletter 
on IWY activities in the area and 
also sells jewelry. Its number is 
939-3986. 


According to Mrs. Poag, IWY 


activities here so far have been 
mostly conferences and seminars. 
"I'm hoping for more projects," 
she said. 


Judging from the international 


newsletter, talk has been the main 
ingredient of IWY so far world- 
wide. Thus, the measure of the 
success of the Mexico conference 
may be how much it talks and 
how much, in the words of Mrs. 
Sipila, it "translates into action." 


Woman's place in politics 


As it's viewed by male politicians

"Women 
upset 
everything.

Men In politics are reluctant to ex- 


press views like Shaw's today, but 
when discussing tho role of women in 
politics, they show a certain amount 
of confusion. 


Some, while repeatedly expressing 


tho belief that women are tho equal of 
men In llio political arena, con- 
sistently refer to them as "gals" or 
"girls," words that make many wom- 
en wince. 


Others focus their wrath on tho de- 


bate of whether a woman should be 
called "chairman" or "chairperson" 
and dismiss that and other women's 
concerns as "trivial." 


BUT BY AND LARGE, men who 


are willing to discuss tho role of wom- 
en in tho political process express 
their belief in increased participation 
by women and a certain amount of 
dofenslvcncss about their own views. 


Stole Rep. Eugene Schllckman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, has angered 
many active women by consistently 
voting against the Equal 
Rights 


Amendment to tho U.S. Constitution, 
but ho says," I am supportive of the 
active participation of women In poli- 
tics." 


Schllckman tries to divorce his 


stand on the ERA from the stand of 
some men who claim a "woman's 
place Is In the home" by saying he 
believes the ERA conflicts with tho 
14th amendment to the Constitution, 
which guarantees all citizens equal 
protection of tho laws. 


"THE ItTII HAS BEEN Interpreted 


as allowing reasonable classification 
of persons on the basis of sex," he 
says. "The proposed 27th amendment 
(the ERA) would apparently prohibit 
reasonable classification." 


Schllckman points out that as 


Wheeling Township Republican com- 
mlttccmnn ho both appointed women 
to office and worked for their election. 


Ho says, "In tho Wheeling Town- 


ship Republican Party, the attitude 
toward women has been very liberal. 
There are some townships where that 
Is different. There arc even somo 
commlttcemcn who resent having to 
appoint a commlttccwoman and then 
relegate her to serving refreshments 
and taking care of tho office." 


It Is difficult, in fact, to find men 


who do not say they encourage wom- 
en's participation. Carl Hanson, Elk 
Grovo Township Republican com- 
mitteeman, says, for example, that 
when ho first took over as com- 
mltteoman, tho party had no women 
precinct captains. Now, ho says, there 
arc more than a dozen. 


IN THE PAST, 
Hanson says, 


"many political leaders have looked 
at women as servants who moke the 
coffee and servo refreshments — and 
of course, many women do that very 
well. But I think the future holds as 
much opportunity for women as It 
does for men In politics." 


Lynn Williams, Democratic com- 


mlttoemnn of New Trier Township 
and o dissident-on tho state Demo- 
cratic Centra! Committee, is blunt 
about the exclusion of women from 
party affairs. 


"In the cam of the Democratic 


Party," ho says, "there has been un- 
til recently no woman on the state 
central committee — and now there 
Is one woman out of 24 committee- 
men." 


The problem, Williams says, Is part- 


ly that women hnvo been relegated to 


"women's auxiliaries" and to rela- 
tively powerless posts. 


"When I become commltteeman of 


New Trier," ho said, " I did not en- 
courago tho women's organization., I 
brought them Into tho main organiza- 
tion. Thai's important." 


In addition, he says the patron- 


age system that dominates Illinois 
politics works against women. "The 
political parties in Illinois are com- 
mercial enterprises and it is expected 
that men will get the jobs, not wom- 
en," he says. 


Men are as reluctant as many wom- 


en to attribute major differences to 
the approaches women bring to poli- 
tics. 
Opinion ranges from GOP 


Commlttcoman Frend Yonkcrs of 
Wheeling Township, who says, "I'm 
not looking for any particular charac- 


teristics of the female gender," to 
Hansen, who says, "women tend to 
approach everything differently from 
men." 


Hansen quickly modifies his state- 


ment by noting that while women ap- 
proach things differently in general. 
"Women have as many different indi- 
viduals as men. You can't depend on 
any generalization." 


SCHLICKMAN SAYS in some ways 


women are different from men in 
their approaches to politics. "I think 
women have some advantages that 
men don't have that should cause 
people to discriminate^ support wom- 
en," he says. "They have more time 
available and they provide a more 
balanced approach to government and 
the solution of people's problems." 


Williams says, "Sometimes men are

more 'practical' than women — or 
that's what it's called. Usually that 
means they are more crooked." 


Also, Williams says women have a 


"natural" interest in many of the is- 
sues dealt with in politics — issues 
like crime, education and war — and 
have traditionally been the moral 
leaders of society. 


"I wouldn't be surprised if in 10 or 


20 years, politics will either become 
the keeper of our morals or our 
society will disintegrate," he says. 


MEN FIND IT easier to character- 


ize the reactions their male colleagues 
have to active women. Schlickman 
says in the Illinois General Assembly, 
"I'm sure there is still a feeling 
among some male legislators that the 
women should be home in the kitch- 
en." 


Nevertheless, Schllckman says he 


sees open resentment among male 
politicians mainly when they think a 
woman is getting preferential treat- 
ment. He says many Republicans be- 
lieve State Rep. Celeste Stiehl of Bel- 
leville was given the job of assistant 
minority leader this session because 
she was a woman. 


"A lot of the fellows on our side of 


the aisle deeply resent her being giv- 
en a position of leadership and not 
having done anything other than being 
born a woman," he says. 


VILLAGE PRES. JAMES RYAN of 


Arlington Heights has a theory about 
why so many men seem to react 
negatively to women in politically 
powerful positions. 


"The reaction many men have may 


result from their reaction to an indi- 
vidual woman they don't like," he 
says. "They tend to generalize and 
they don't always realize why they 
are doing it." 


And Yonkcrs says sometimes men 


are not really reacting to the fact that 
a person is a woman when they get 
defensive about a powerful woman. 


"If a committeeman, for example, 


has a person who seemed to threaten 
his power and that person is female, 
he might not feel any more threat- 
ened because of it, but he might di- 
rect his counterattack at the fact she 
Is a woman." 


WHEN ASKED TO advise women 


who want to get involved in politics, 
men offer the same advice they would 
offer a man — get involved with a 
party, work hard, be willing to take 


the less glamorous jobs at first. 


But there is some advice that is 


specifically tailored for women. Wil- 
liams says, "Women should be care- 
ful because sometimes they render 
themselves kind of ridiculous by act- 
ing in a role — they apparently think 
to themselves 'now I'm a politician, 
so I should act like a politician.' 
When women first become candi- 
dates, they sometimes get notions 
that are kind of weird." 


Williams tells of a woman who, af- 


ter she was slated for an office, began 
approaching other candidates offering 
"deals" involving campaigning to- 
gether. 
\ 


"IT 
WAS SILLY because she 


couldn't do that much for the other 
candidates, but she was doing what 
she thought politicians would do," he 
says. 


Just as men dislike seeing women 


get favors because they arc women, 
many resent political campaigns 
geared specifically toward electing 
women. Yonkers says that during the 
1974 general election when Alice Irhig 
and Lola Flamm were running for 
county offices on the Republican tick- 
et, "every once in awhile I would hear 
a comment that they \\ere women and 
that was a reason they should be 
elected. I got very irritated because I 
wanted them to be elected because 
they were well-qualified people." 


Schlickman says sometimes he is 


concerned that women in the legisla- 
ture are too "parochial" in their in- 
terests — concerning themselves with 
ERA and "women's" issues, but not 
with other legislative problems. 


"There have been some of them 


who have focused on those kinds of 
issues almost to the exclusion of other 
areas and .I'm somewhat critical of 
that," he says. 


SOMETIMES, however, Schllckman 


says the male political establishment 
works deliberately to keep women in- 
volved exclusively with "women's is- 
sues." He points to State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
who this session was made chairman 
of the House Human Resources Com- 
mittee. 


"Eugenia had enough seniority that 


I guess they had decided they had to 
make her a committee chairman, so 
they made her chairman of the hu- 
man resources committee because 
that's a good woman's field,". he 
says. "I think it would be much more

fun, and probably more of a service, 
if Gene had been appointed chairman 
of the motor vehicles committee, or 
even the executive committee." 


That comment leads directly to 


Schlickman's advice to women who 
want to become involved with a politi- 
cal party. 


"She should volunteer to become a 


precinct captain," he says. "And she 
should avoid any of the traditional 
•women's" jobs like being a secre- 
tary." 


Abortion less risky since ruled legal 


THE NEGATIVE reaction some men have to women 
in politics may result from their reaction to a par- 
ticular woman they don't like is the theory of Vil- 
lage Pres. James Ryan of Arlington Heights. 


Abortion has become medically sa- 


fer and less likely to result in death of 
the mother since the Supreme Court 
legalized it, says a National Academy 
of Sciences study. 


A woman has less risk of dying 


from a legal abortion than from com- 
pleting her pregnancy, said the 10- 
month study by the academy's In- 
stitute of Medicine, which advises sci- 
entists on public health policy. 


The study said that although evi- 


dence is scanty on the psychological 
effects of abortion on women, families 
or society, "abortion is not associated 
with any detectable increase in the in- 
cidence of mental Illness." 


Nor does the greater availability 


and use of abortion appear to reduce 
demand for contraceptive services 
and devices, an indication that abor- 
tion is not generally viewed as a sub- 
stitute for birth control measures, the 
study said. 


SEVERAL MEMBERS of the study 


panel believe that tbe study is an en- 


dorsement of January, 1973, Supreme 
Court rulings which severely limited 
states' rights to control abortion. 


Evidence from available scientific 


l i t e r a t u r e supports the Supreme 
Court position on timing of the abor- 
tion, said Drs. Mildred Bateman, di- 
rector of the West Virginia Depart- 
ment of Mental Health, and Henry 
Foster, chairman of obstetrics and 
gynecology at Meharry Medical Col- 
lege. 
.The Court barred any state inter- 
ference with the doctor-patient deci- 
sion on abortion during the first three 
months of pregnancy and -said the 
state could intervene during the next 
three months only to the extent of in- 
sisting on safe medical practices re- 
lated to the mothers' health. 


Tho risk of death from abortion in- 


creases dramatically with the dura- 
tion of pregnancy, the 169-page study 
said. But in the first three months it 
is far less dangerous to a woman's 
life than carrying a pregnancy to 
term or such common surgical proce- 


dures as tonsil or adenoid removal. 


". . . AVAILABLE statistics from 


the United States indicate that the 
number of reported deaths from oth- 
er-than-legal abortions declined stead- 
ily-as less restrictive abortion legisla- 
tion was passed and implemented 
throughout tho country," tho study 
concluded. 


Major medical complications are 


rare in women undergoing abortion 
during the first three months of preg- 
nancy with the most commonly used 
methods, it said. However, little evi- 
dence is available on the impact of 
legalized abortions on long-term com- 
plications. 


Studies from Hungary and Greece 


appear to Indicate that women with 
previous abortions were more likely 
to have premature infants from later 
pregnancies than women without 
abortions. But the report said the 
studies had serious limitations and 
could not be applied to the United 
States.

Cost-benefit proposal deserves study 


Removing floor 
stain can be 
simple or risky 


Donr Dorothy: I'm hoping you have 


something In your flics on removing 
stains from a varnished floor. — Wal- 
ter Klelnstoubcr 


Tho flics soy there ore two ways — 


one simple, the other not only difficult 
but Involving some risk. Tho simple 
way calls for using No. 1 steel wool 
with any good commercial floor clea- 
ner. But If the stains remain, the oth- 
er way means working with a poison 
— mixing one tablespoon of oxalic-tar- 
tarlc add bleach with one cup of boll- 
Ing water. 


Tho solution has to bo hot to be ef- 


fective so you havo to use a glass or 
enamel container and keep reheating 
the solution. The solution Is left on for 
30 minutes to an hour, then blotted up. 
Then comes a rinse with a solution of 
two toblcspooons of baking soda to 
one quart of worm water. This rinse 
Is necessary to stop the action of the 
bleach. Blot up; rinse with clear wa- 
ter on a clean rag; dry. 


If you detect some success, the op- 


eration can bo repeated. But If the 
stains remain, then the area either 
has to bo sanded or replaced. Tho mo- 
ment you're through with the poison 
get rid of It. This whole routine is a 
lot of trouble and with the danger in- 
volved. I'd call in a professional If it 
was my floor.•

fit to consumers — as well as the dis- 
advantage to consumers in the ab- 
sence of the regulation. 


Such an analysis might also look at 


whether the cost to industry is unavoi- 
dable because the proposal is a new 
idea, or whether it is something in- 
dustry should have and could have 
implemented on its own long ago. 


BESIDES WEIGHING those fac- 


tors, the analysis would hopefully con- 
sider whether the proposed regulation 
could be revised to reduce cost and 
still achieve the same ends. One par- 
ticular problem that should be ad- 
dressed is the unnecessary cost and 
inconvenience a blanket rule poses for 
companies who already are basically 
in compliance but who have simply 
implemented the measure a little dif- 
ferently. Or those companies to whom 
the intent of the regulation really 
doesn't apply, but who are caught up 
In It through a technicality. 


But there are also some questions 


which must be asked about the effica- 
cy of the cost-benefit proposal itself. 


First, how much will it cost? 
SECOND, is there already adequate 


provision for cost-benefit analysis in 
the regulatory agencies' public com- 
ment procedure? 


At present, regulations are normal- 


ly proposed only after public hearings 
have been held, and the regulations

If regulations are being passed 


which displease the food industry, 
perhaps it is because they have failed 
to take advantage of these existing 
opportunities for the presentation of 
relevant information.

cost of regulation is too high, perhaps 
they also have not-exercised their 
right to participate in the proceed- 
ings.

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'People still buy land under a swamp' 
Buy recreation land to suit your needs 


by LEA TONKIN 


When you're looking for recreation- 


al property, make sure you've 
planned the purchase to suit financial 
and family needs. That's the advico of 
Bob Roberta, vice president of The 
Branigar Organization, Inc., Oak 
Brook. 


"Think It out first," Roberts ad- 


vised. "Make sure who the developer 
Is, and know them extremely well. 
Make sure what you're looking for fits 
your own needs." 


Roberts said persons buy land to 


writ a variety of needs. Recreation 
and other amenities, natural features 
and proximity to a buyer's home are 
selling points, he said. 


A survey of 42 Northwest suburban 


families who purchased land at Brani- 
gar's The Galena Territory near Go-, 
lena Indicates some buyers seek a po- 
tential homo site as an escape from 
urban living. 


"Suburbia was the retreat for har- 


ried city dwellers wishing to escape 
the noise and crowds of the bulging 
metropolis," Roberts said. "But to- 
day, the suburbs, particularly the 
Northwest, have taken on such urban 
qualities that residents again are look- 
ing for another escape." Sales ore in- 
creasing during 1973 following a slack 
sales period in 1974. Lots range from 
three quarters of an aero to 6 acres, 
and tho average lot sells for $10,500. 


In a separate survey of 100 Galena 


Territory buyers from tho area, 41 
per cent said their purchase is a com- 
bination investment and second-home ' 
site. Thirty-two per cent bought for 
investment reasons and 27 per cent 
for a second home. 


Roberts said the disclosure regu- 


lations sot by tho U.S. Dcpt. of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development (HUD) 
are "forcing some cleanup" of land 
sales industry operations. The prob- 
lems of misrepresentation created by 
some firms will be eliminated by the 
standards, ho said. 
> 


Potential buyers of out-of-statc land 


can determine tho "pertinent informa- 
tion" about the parcel through the 
HUD property report and the report 
required by the Illinois Dcpt. of Reg- 
istration and Education, said Harold 
Preodman, vice president of Nation- 
wide Resources Corp., Chicago. The 
firm Is In tho interstate land sales 
business as co-developer of Diamond 
Bell Ranch and other Arizona proper- 
ties and tho Hidden Valley Lake pro]- 
ect In California. 


Froedman said many buyers will 


sign the contract before they have 
seen the vacant land, Tho contract 
provides that buyers can cancel the 
agreement or exchange tho land for a 
comparable parcel within six months. 
A one-acre parcel might cost as little 
as $1,205, ho said, but a 40-acro slto 
'would sell for $900 an acre. 


Morton Frccdman, president of Na- 


tionwide Resources Corp., said buyers 
should check a developer's standing In 
professional realty organizations be- 
fore they sign an agreement. Check 
other developments planned by the 
land sales company, tho required 
property reports and the exact loca- 
tion of the property. 


The State of Illinois requires land 


sales companies to offer a property 
report that describes tho general area 
of tho development, nearby trans- 
portation, who will pay for Installation 


. of utility lines, whether any of the 


parcels are under water, whether the 
area is accessible by automobile and 
other Information. The registration of 
the developer statements Is super- 
vised by the land sales division of the 
Illinois Dcpl. of Registration and 
Education. 


Get the facts before buying land, 


advises tho.HUD Office of Interstate 
Land Sales. The agency requires a 
land developer to furnish out-of-state 
buyers a copy of the HUD property 
report 48 hours before the contract- 
signing. Tho report indicates the loca- 
tion of the property, the range of sell- 
Ing prices or rental ranges for the de- 
velopment, a schedule of planned im- 
provements <and other information. 
The report Is not a HUD endorsement.

The'survey indicates de- 
mand decreased for each of the five 
categories of nonfarm land: residen- 
tial subdivision sites, commercial con- 
struction, industrial expansion, recre- 
ational properties and speculative 
holdings.

The decline in new housing starts 


accounts for the drop in residential 
subdivision site demand, Pontius said. 
The most dramatic declines were re- 
ported for recreational and specula- 
tive properties in the April survey. 
'. 


Despite the drop in demand for noiv- 


farm land, prices either held firm 
or declined slightly, the survey results 
indicate. 
'. 


"Rather than accept lower prices', 


holders of raw land are taking a wait- 
and-see attitude in hopes the market 
•will improve," Pontius said. Most sur- 
vey participants said the long-term 
prospects for land investment still are 
favorable. 


Recreational land for sale: check it carefully before you buy, the experts say. 


The agency advises persons Inter- 


ested 
In recreation-vacation-retire- 


mcnt property to check the proposed 
deal as carefully as they would a 
homo sale. Ask for copies of the prop- 
erty report and other documents and 
<check them carefully before you sip 
a contract, the agency said. Don't 
sign on tho dotted lino the first time 
out, or assume everything you are 
told about the property Is true. For 
more information, buyers can write: 
Office of Intercstato Land Sales, 
HUD, Washington, D.C. 20410. 


Tho HUD property report offers 


partial consumer protection in the 
land sales business, said Jerome La- 
met assistant regional director of the 
Federal Trade Commission (FTC) of- 
fice, Chicago. "I don't know how ef- 
fective it's been," Lamet sold. "Prob- 
ably it hasn't been as effective as it 
s h o u l d be. Otherwise the FTC 
wouldn't be bringing suits. People will 
still buy land that's under a swamp." 
A personal inspection of the property 
would at least indicate the topography 
of the area, he sold. 


Within the past year, the FTC is- 


' sued complaints of unfair and decep- 
tive practices used in the sale of un- 
developed land against Horizon Corp. 
of Tucson, Ariz., AMREP Corp. of 
Now York City and tfAC Corp. of 
Miami, Fla. 


Typical criticisms listed in the Hori- 


zon Corp. complaint, for example, in- 
cluded the provision that the firm 
keeps all money paid by a defaulting 
purchaser, states falsely that prospec- 
tive purchasers must buy immediate- 
ly or risk a change in the selling price 
or location and failure to provide tele- 
phono service and other utility service 
at a reasonable price. 


The American Land Development 


Assn. prepared a code of ethics that 
bars the misrepresentation used by 
some firms in' the past, said Gary 
Terry, executive vice president of 
the Washington, D.C. •group. "What 
we try to do is police our own mem- 
bership." A ( personal inspection of 
tho land offered for sole and a will-, 
ingness to ask questions about the 
sale will enable buyers to sidestep 
many potential problems, he said. 
There are approximately BOO mem- 
bers in the association.

Closing-cost disclosure mandatory 


Homo buyers will receive advance disclosure of set- 


tlement or closing costs under a new federal law effec- 
tive Friday. 


The Real Estate Settlement Procedures Act provide* 


that potential buyers will receive a three-page dis- 
closure/settlement statement and a booklet entitled 
"Settlement Costs and You" from his lender. 


The booklet and disclosure form.were developed by 


tho. U.S. Dept. of Housing and Urban Development and 
the Federal Reserve Board to offer Information about - 
mortgage financing and settlement costs. 


"Almost everyone buying a home .will benefit-," said 


Roger B. Hawkins, director of the American Bankerr* 
Assn. Housing and Real Estate Finance Division. "The < 
act covers virtually oil mortgage'loans made Inythte 
country In regard to one-to-four family residential unjts, 
and that Includes condominium units," ho said. "The 


disclosure-settlement statement gives to prospective 


, home buyejs. the information-necessary to shop and 


compare for financing, and it also provides advance 
disclosure of all settlement costs and who Is to pay 
them." 


THE NEW LAW also requires written disclosure-of 


the name and address of the present owner and the 
date the prooperty was bought by the present owner if 
the house was completed more than 12 months before 
the sale. If the seller owned the house for less than two 
years and did not use the* house,1 as a residence,-the 


" buyer must be provided the date and purchase price of, 


the most recent property transfer,.a list of subsequent 
Improvements besides maintenance and the cost.'of im- 
provements. The provisions,'are to protect consumers 
from investors;who buy homes at a low price, repair 
minor damage and sell the homes at* an Inflated price.

Preparing for tornados 
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Imagine a quartcr-mlle-wldo bowl- 


Ing ball bouncing along a five-mile 
stretch of shops and homes at 30 
mile* per hour. Fantastic as It may 
seem, that description has been ap- 
plied to one of nature's deadliest 
storms: the tornado. 


Last year the fury of tornadoes 


killed some 330 persons and left a $500 
million swath of Insured losses along 
the mldsection of the U.S., reports the 
Insurance Information Institute. This 
year deadly twisters already have 
claimed three lives In the Midwest 
and slapped Omaha, Nebraska, with 
$67 million in insured losses with the 
storm season far from over. 


In the period from 1960 to 1973 a 


total of 1,366 tornadoes were reported 
In a 13-state area including: Illinois — 
136, Indiana - 107, Iowa - 139, Ken- 
tucky - 89, Michigan — 69, Minnesota 
— 88, Missouri — 179, Nebraska — 
13S, North Dakota — 54, Ohio — 108, 
South Dakota - 167 and Wisconsin - 
12S. 


Judging by these statistics you can 


easily see why Webster's Dictionary 
describes a tornado as "a violent 
whirling wind, especially in the cen- 
tral United States..." 


In order to minimize the loss of 


lives and property damage, the In- 
stitute urged Mldwcsterners to pre- 
pare now and keep informed on what 
to do before, during and after a 
storm. 


Keep in mind that Inflation is in- 


creasing tho cost of home repair and 
replacement, so review your Insurnce 
coverage to make certain that you 
will be adequately compensated In tho 
event of a storm loss. 


When storm conditions develop, 


keep alert to radio and television 
weather advisories and plan your 
work and play schedules accordingly. 


If a storm Is sighted in your area, 


move to a place of safety immediately 
— the basement If you have one is tho 
safest place. If you do not have a 
basement, move to the center of your 
home or apartment where outside 
walls offer 
maximum protection, 


making certain to stay low, prefera- 
bly under a piece of heavy furniture, 
and away from windows. 


Be careful. After the storm, avoid 


loose electrical lines and stay away 
from badly damaged buildings that 
could topplo over. Keep tuned to your 
radio for <my Instructions from com- 
munity officials. 


You should Inspect your property as 


quickly as practical and report the 
damage to your Insurance agent. Also 
make any temporary repairs that will 
prevent further damage to your prop- 
erty and keep tho receipts, since these 
costs aro normally covered by your 
homo insurance policy.

Real estate facts

Buyer confidence has dwindled in 


many areas of the country, despite a 
recent decline in mortgage interest 
rates, improved availability of mort- 
gage credit and passage of the Gax 
Reduction Act of 1975 which allows in- 
come tax credits of up to $2,000 for 
buyers of certain new homes this 
year. 


For some it's a wise decision to 


wait. If your job Is not secure and 
your future earning outlook is uncer- 
tain, then it makes sense to be 
cautious. 


But, on the other hand, with a 
sub- 


stantial economic base and an as- 
sured cash flow.through a job, retire- 
ment or sound previous investments, 
your waiting could result In lost op- 
portunity at a time when there are 
bargains to be had. 


In today's market there are more 


sellers than buyers. So the home seek- 
er who can afford to buy now is in a 
position to bargain, since the seller 
may be willing to make concessions 
he might not have considered before. 
Furthermore, if the buyer waits, he 
may find the delay has cost him a 
good deal of money. 


Many home seekers have put off 


buying a home in the hope that inter- 
est tales will decline still further. But 
while rates may continue to drop, the 
median sales price of a home Is al- 


most certain to increase. 


During 1974, the median sales price 


of an existing single family home na- 
tionally rose nearly 11 per cent. And 
current estimates Indicate the price 
increase for 1975 will be only slightly 
below that rate. 


So here's what happens to the home 


seeker who waits: he ends up paying 
more, even at a lower interest rate, 
because the price of the home has In- 
creased. 


In addition, had he purchased the • 


home earlier, he could have claimed 
interest and taxes on the residence as 
income tax deductions. And, for those 
whose new home purchase this year 
makes them eligible for a tax reduc- 
tion, there's an added maximum 
$2,000 bonus. 


Furthermore, while the home seek- 


er — who frequently is an apartment 
dweller — waits for interest rates to 
fall, he is not building equity. Rather, 
he merely continues to pay for shelter 
with no offsetting economic benefit. 


In the words of Art S. Leltch, 
1975 


president of the National Association 
of Realtors: "Don't wait! Assuming 
the best — that interest rates might 
drop from about nine per cent to eight 
per cent between now and the end of 
the year — the potential homeowner 
who waited for that drop has 'cost 
himself a good deal of money."

such as Lincoln Jr. P.T.A., St. Ray- 
mond's Religion Education Program 
and Northwest Suburban Board of 
Realtors.

vice-president of Lexington Devel- 
opment Corporation, the developers, 
the center was designed to prove that 
a club need not be a cash-eating co- 
lossus to be exciting. 


"You see, we discovered that while 


home seekers are impressed by the 
'Fantasy Land* type of recreation fa- 
cility, homeowners .do not like to pay 
for them," Maybrook explained. "Too 
often the super-deluxe 'rec' building is 
not what it seems — it Is put up close 
to the highway where it will attract 
prospective home Buyers rather than 
homeowner/users, and actually is 
more of a 'glorified soles office.' 


"True, to the developer, it is a pow- 


erful marketing tool, but the more 
frivolous it is; the greater the cost of 
maintenance and the higher the devel- 
opment's condominium dues. These 
costs, if they are exorbitant, can 
cause homeowner disenchantment," 
he said. 


Maybrook said the Lexington Green 


developers surveyed and analyzed 
other clubhouses before constructing 
theirs, and determined three basic 
truths: 


"First, and most important, we 


found that except for swimming pools, 
most facilities at recreation clubs go 
unused. Then we found that they are 
terribly expensive to maintain — 
ping pong and pool tables mean lost 
and broken equipment, saunas sit 
empty all day consuming electricity 
and thinking up ways to break down 
and a full-time recreation director 
likes to receive a salary every month. 
Finally, as suggested earlier we 
found that most clubs are utilized as 
marketing tools and are placed at the 
traffic end of the development, in- 
accessible to the majority of home- 
owners," Maybrook said. 


"So one of our first decisions was to 


locate our club'in the middle of the 
c o m m u n i t y where it could be 
reached," he said. "We're proud of 
the club and point it out to prospec- 
tive buyers, but we located our sales 
office elsewhere. And, we decided to 
limit the club's facilities to those 
which would be used, not just looked 
at." 


Maybrook said the goal was to 


moke the most of the facilities that 
were included. The swimming pool, 
for example, has an over-sized deck 
because more people sit around a pool 
than in it. The fireside lounge, with its 
balcony overlooking the pool, is large 
enough for the most ambitious private 
party, and serves as a meeting place 
for the condominium homeowners' as- 
sociation. The building also provides 
office space for the development's 
professional manager. 


According to Lexington Green's ar- 


chitect, Harry P. Shaxted, of Chicago, 
'the result Is what we call a mid-level 
structure with an entrance foyer that 
feeds directly to the downstairs show- 
er rooms as well as to the upper-level 
lounge." 


The Interior of the club reflects the 


natural contemporary look prevalent 
throughout the development and was 
designed by Richard Honquest, of 
Richard Honquest tt Associates, Addi- 
son. 


A nautical tone was established in 


the entrance foyer through the use of 
such "wall decorations" as an old life 
preserver and a sailing ship's brass 
navigation instrument. Though not 
overplayed, it is a touch repeated in 
the upstairs fireside lounge where an 
anchor and an antique ship model are 
set in custom-made and back-lit wood- 
en frames. 


"A lot of wood was used in the 


lounge, from the oak planking on the 
floors to the diagonally set tongue 
and groove paneling on two of the 
walls, and we chose to keep much of 
this uncovered — a partner in nature 
with the quarry limestone fireplace 
and slate hearth," Honquest said. 
"We did, however, establish a furnish- 
ings' focal point for the room with an 
inset octagonal shag carpet which is a 


tweedy mixture of high-luster yellows 
and browns." 


This carpet, laid in front of the fire- 


place, is surrounded by six-piece con- 
temporary sectional sofa upholstered 
in a rough texture off-white cotton 
and punctuated with colorful throw 
pillows. The decorator coffee tables 
are natural driftwood pieces from Cal- 
ifornia. Artificial lighting is aug- 
mented by the natural light which en- 
ters through the wall-length insulated 
glass sliding doors. 


Contemporary pedestal game tables 


were also placed In the lounge and 
are mated with wicker and chrome 
Marcel Brewer chairs. 


The 43-acre Lexington Green com- 


munity features 480 two-and three- 
bedroom condominium coach houses 
priced from $32,490 to $38,490. Build- 
ing exteriors feature brick and stone 
accented by window shutters and rus- 
tic siding.

Loan delinquencies doivn 


Mortgage loan delinquencies at Illi- 


nois savings and loans took a down- 
ward turn in March after six months 
of small, but steady Increases. 


The latest statistics from the Feder- 


al Home Loan Bank Board noted that 
at the end of March loan delin- 
quencies were 11.5 per cent lower 
than in February. 
, 


For March, loans delinquent for 60 


days or more totaled $313,324,000, and 
represents 1.67 per cent of total mort- 
gage loans outstanding. 


For six months, from last Septem- 


ber through February, delinquencies 
rose from $267,947,000 to $353,918,000. 
The figures represent conventional 
loans and FHA'and VA loans. 


"What is less. evident," said one 


savings institution official, "is that 
the rate of delinquencies fluctuate 
very lltle." 


H. Thomas Dunck, president of the 


Illinois Savings and Loan League, 
noted that despite some talk about a 
"crisis" in home foreclosures because 
some people have been out of work 
for an extended period of time, there 
never has been any danger in Illinois 
of massive foreclosures. 


"Some 90 per cent of home loans 


made by Illinois savings and loan as- 
sociations are in conventional loans," 
Dunck said. 


He said that it is in the remaining 


10 per cent, which are mostly for FHA 
and VA housing, where the greater 
risk of delinquency and foreclosure 
exists. 


S a v i n g s and loan associations, 


which supply most of the home loan 
money, have experienced few occa- 
sions where a foreclosure on a con- 
ventional loan is required, Dunck 
said. 


"Savings and loans will work with 


the unemployed mortgage holder to 
see him past a financial crisis. Tem- 
porary unemployment seldom, if ever, 
leads to a foreclosure. It is In the In- 
terests of the lender and the borrower 
to see him through a difficult time," 
Dunck said. 


A policy of leniency on late mort- 


gage payments and forebearance 
from foreclosure is recommended by 
both state and federal regulatory 
agencies. 


If there is a concern over delin- 


quencies and foreclosures, Dunck 
said, it lies with the FHA and VA 
loans.

Urine is not 
a medicine! 


In one of your column* you stated 


that urine l» pure as It come* from 
the tterlle blood. I have been curious 
about this for quite a long time but, 
as urine Is considered "dirty," I 
wouldn't have broached the subject. It 
was Interesting to hear that It Is 
clean and that makes mo wonder 
even more* about people's aversion to 
It. 


We hnve Juit seen a documentary 


on the sad plight of the people in the 
drought area In Africa. They were 
plodding Hundreds of miles with their 
children and livestock through endless 
dust. Surety they must recycle every 
drop of liquid and not let It seep Into 
the sand while they perish 
from 


thirst. 


I drink tots of water, and people 


have said I might wash out too many 
minerals from my body. Sounds rea- 
sonable. But If urine contains these 
valuable minerals why should It be 
discarded? 


When I was pregnant I had a shot 


for morning sickness and heard It was 
made from the urine of a pregnant 
woman. Shocking! Then I've heard 
that some shots are made from a 
hone's urine. If this Is true, there 
must be some curative qualities there. 


I recently read a book advocating 


using urine for all sorts of miraculous 
cures. It staled that ". . . urine ex- 
tolled liy many of the ancients, but 
misunderstood by the semi-moderns, 
now appears In the light of a wonder- 
ful reservoir — a plllre of preeminent 
value. It contains In pure and often 
undreamt of quantity, products of a 
vital nature. I'm sure the drug com- 
panies would reject this, but if It ii 
true It would be a miracle for the des- 
titute who cannot afford these some- 
times harmful prescription medicines. 


At the rtsk of offending you, I'll have 


lo say your letter Is n good example 
of a little knowledge being a dan- 
gerous thing. 


Urine from a healthy person with no 


Infection of the kidney or bladder Is 
sterile. It Is literally a siphoned or fil- 
tered out part of our blood. Blood con- 
tains no bacteria. 


Being sterile or germ free docs not 


mean It Is a wonderful, healthy thing. 
It can be sterile but contain harmful 
chemicals. The urine Is a vehicle to 
rid the body of excess unwanted 
chcmlcato, such as the nitrogen-con- 
taining urea, made from the excess 
protein that so many people cat. The 
urine can be concentrated If you need 
to conserve water and diluted if you 
need lo eliminate excess water. The 
kidney plays a major role in con- 
trollng your chemical, salt and water 
balance. If you drink water that con- 
tains too much salt, it will make your 
thirst worse and lead to death. That is 
why shipwrecked sailors can't simply 
drink sea water which, Incidentally, 
contains about the same concentration 
of salt that is in your blood. Urine, 
particularly in the thirsty individual, 
may bo much more salty. 


That pregnant urine, even from 


horses, contains an Important hor- 
mone eliminated to maintain hormone 
balance. It is useful In certain medi- 
cal conditions requiring such hormone 
treatment*. It has no value In treating 
Infections any more than other hor- 
mones do. So, while I will agree that 
urine Is sterile, the Idea that this solu- 
tion of the body's chemical wastes is 
a magical cure-all Is a bit far out.

This will take about 
30 minutes, so check occasionally to 
see If more hot water should be added 
to the gravy. 


FOR A MORE SPICY gravy, pro- 


ceed as indicated, but when you 
brown the onions, add .a chopped 
green peppec and'a dove of garlic, 
peeled and chopped. Then-, when meat 
is returned-to gravy,'stir in 1 cup 
chopped canned tomatoes with the 
Juice. 


A good 'accompaniment for the gril- 


lades and-gravy will be these" South- 
ern style potato pancakes. Peel po- 
tatoes, grate 2 cups and plunge into 
water to prevent darkening. 


In a mixing bowl stir together 2 well 


beaten eggs, 1% teaspoons salt, sev- 
eral dashes of freshly ground pepper, 
and 2 tablespoons four.. Drain the po- 
tatoes and add to the batter. 


Grease well a griddle or large skil- 


let and, when hot, drop potato batter 
by spoonsful, browning on both sides. 
Many chefs serve the pancakes with 
bowls of apple sauce or sour cream.

Combining homcmaklng with a 


part-time office position Is no problem 
for Alison Johnson of Palatine. Well 
organized, she plans and prepares 
meals ahead, keeping a well-stocked 
freezer for busy working days. 


Once n month, Alison and n friend 


Ret together to spend the day cooking. 
They prepare meals In quantity and 
freeze them In family-size portions. 
Other times she may cook In the eve- 
ning, but moat of the food preparation 
Is confined to one week, freeing Alison 
from the kitchen for tho following 
three weeks. This also allows her 
more time to spend with her daugh- 
ter. Wendl, a kindergartener. 


Two of Alison's favorite do-ahead 


dishes nrc Mini Meat Dolls and Bar- 
becue Hamburger Mix. When ground 
beef Is on sale she buys it In quantity, 
making these recipes particularly eco- 
nomical. 


Alison uses the meatballs In a varie- 


ty of ways: with gravy or cream of 
mushroom soup to servo with rice, 
noodles or mashed potatoes; In spa- 
ghetti sauce, soup or with a sweet and 
sour sauce; or served plain, heated In 
a frying pan. As tho oven cooking 
time Is only 10 minutes, this Is a good 
recipe for the summer months. 


BECAUSE TIIIS homcmakcr pre- 


fers doing everything ahead, both for 
family and guests her favorite dessert 
Is also a freezer recipe, called Choco- 
late Marble Squares. Rich and de- 
licious, it Is an elegant dessert for 
bridal showers or bridge parties. 


Two refreshing blender recipes she 


highly recommends are for Cuke But- 
termilk Soup and Gazpacho. They 
may be served as a first course for 
dinner, for lunch or as Alison primar- 
ily uses them — as a mid-afternoon 
pick-me-up. 


"They are far marc nourishing and 


lower In calorics than a piece of cako 
or a candy bar," she explained. 


Both utilize seasonal fresh vege- 


tables and can be likened to drinking 
a cold salad. They may also be easily 
adapted for use by diabetics, or, as In 
tho gazpncho, tbc bread which adds 
extra body may be omitted for die- 
ten. 


Alison's husband, Dale, highly ap- 


proves of his wife's "cook ahead" 
methods, as even on her busy working 
days dinner Is never delayed but al- 
ways ready when he comes homo 
from work. A recipe clipper, she also 
owns about 40 cookbooks, but her 
primary Interest Is in recipes that can 
bo made In advance. She enjoys en- 
tertaining at dinner parties, and In 
her spore time likes to sew. 


MINI MEAT BALLS 


3 pounds ground beef

Home canning blamed for outbreaks 


by BARBARA LADD 


Last year home canoed products 


were the cause of five of the seven 
botulism deaths In the United States. 


Though botulism Is a "rare afflic- 


tion," according to food scientist 
Lloyd Whlttcr from the University of 
Illinois, Chompnlgn-Urbana, concern 
has recently been generated by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) and the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service regarding botulism poi- 
soning. 


In a press conference last week, 


Whlttcr said that only one cup of bot- 
ulism toxin could kill the entire world 
population — making it one of the 
most deadly poisons In existence. 


TWENTY OUTBREAKS of food- 


borne botulism occurred last year — 
the largest number of outbreaks since 
1035. Mrs. Nancy Strorts, special as- 
sistant for Consumer Affairs In the 
USDA, said the increase was mainly 
due to new gardeners who also tried 
home canning for the first time. 


She said there is an estimated 20 


per cent Increase In home gardeners 
over last year — and, therefore, rea- 
son to believe that more people will 
try their skills as home canncrs and 
processors. The danger of botulism 
outbreaks Is also more probable. 


Because of this the USDA has 


l a u n c h e d a massive informa- 
tion/education campaign to alert con- 
sumers to the dangers of Improper 
home canning, she said. 


"WE'D LIKE TO emphasize that 


home canning provides good, health- 


ful food if good produce and accept- 
able methods are used," she said. 


If Improper methods ore used, she 


said, botulism toxin might be sus- 
pected If the food has a bad odor after 
opening tho jar. , 
. ' 


Symptoms of botulism poisoning In- 


clude thickness of speech, swollen 
tongue, dry mouth and throat and fi- 
nally blurred or double vision. 


Medical doctors are usually con- 


sulted when the 'vision becomes Im- 
paired, Whlttcr said. But by that time 
the botulism antitoxins are of limited 
use. Because the botulism toxin af- 
fects the Involuntary muscles (those

canning supply shortage — unless 
your neighbor is already hoarding a 
three-year supply of lids and jars and 
is still buying more. 


The manufacturers' lid and jar sup- 


ply Is just enough to meet the needs 
of their anticipated consumers, but 
only for this year. 


Next year they claim tho situation 


will have cosed, but If people buy be- 
yond their needs for this conning sea- 
son, there will be another shortage. 
Only the shortage will bo consumer- 
caused — unlike lost year. 


Last year's shortage was mainly 


due to lack of raw materials, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Nancy Stoortz, special as- 
sistant for Consumer Affairs In the 
U.S. Deportment of Agriculture. 


IN A RECENT press conference in 


Chicago, Mrs. Stoortz sold the can- 
ning supply industries indicate there 
ore sufficient row materials for this 
year. 


"Major manufacturing firms have 


geared up their production and are 
working at full capacity to meet an- 
ticipated demand," she said. 


But reports of massive hoarding 


and black marketing of supplies — es- 


pecially lids — are generating con- 
cern that the delicate line between 
"just enough" and "not enough" will 
be crossed. 


Major food stores in the area report 


that canning supplies are gone as 
soon as they are shelved in the stores. 
And they report that their customers 
are concerned about the supply. 


PAHT OF THE food stores' prob- 


lems in obtaining enough canning sup- 
plies is due to the manufacturers' dis- 
tribution system. 


Currently distribution to retail out- 


lets is following the country's garden- 
ing season. Thcrfore, tho south is now 
and has been receiving jars and lids 
in needed amounts. Supposedly, there 
will be enough canning supplies in Illi- 
nois just prior to the peak canning 
season sometime next month, said 
Mrs. Stcortz. 


However, if homo canncrs in the 


south hoard, people in the north will 
run short of supplies. 


At any rate, Mrs. Stoortz and the lid 


and jar manufacturers ore claiming 
that there will be enough supplies for 
everyone's needs this year. And as 
the Illinois canning season opens up, 
there should be enough lids and jars.

ALTHOUGH THE ideal .environ- 


ment for'the botulism toxin to grow is' 
in canned foods, high acid' foods like 
some tomatoes and fruits are safe. It 
is only low-acid foods that*pose, a 
problem for.canners, said Whitter. 


Therefore pressure canners are rec- 


ommended for processing low-acid 
foods In order to reach a high enough 
temperature to kill the organisms. In 
fact, if only boiling temperatures are 
achieved, the toxin — if it is present 
— simply grows faster, he said. 


However, boiling home canned low- 


acid foods for 10 minutes after open- 
ing the jar should kill small numbers 
of the organisms, he said. Most of the 
problems with botulism poisoning 
come from food ^served without re- 
heating first — like in cold bean sal- 
ads, he said. 


SO WHILE THE danger of botulism 


poisonng exists with canned food con- 
sumption, it Is an extremely rare af- 
fliction — especially if proper canning 
and cooking methods are used. 


The Cooperative Extension Service 


is beginning canning demonstrations 
for new home canncrs and the USDA 
has 'updated its canning bulletins. 
But common sense is also important. 
As Mrs. Steortz said, if ever in doublt 
of the safety of a'canned food, just 
throw it out. 


Costly diets 


Diets of American consumers are so 


poor that improper nutrition is costing 
$30 billion a year in doctor bills and 
health care costs, says a report from 
the Senate Select Committee on Nutri- 
tion and Human Needs. 


The committee said there are three 


major dietary problems in the nation 
— undernutrition, or not enough to 
eat, malnutrition, or not enough of the 
right kinds of food, and over nutrition, 
or too much to cat, especially too 
many calorics. 


Bake pears ior a change of pace 


Most of us, when we take home tho 


first pears of tho season, probably cat 
them fresh out-of-hond, or put them in 
a fresh fruit salad. With their bland 
flavor and crisp texture they go well 
with tart and juicy fruits. 


For a change of pace this summer, 


serve baked pears for dessert. To 
servo six, use six fairly firm pears, or 
vary portions as you wish. Preheat 
oven to 400 degrees. Wash and pare 
pears, cut in half, core, and put in 
shallow baking dish, hollo-v side up. 
Combine Vi cup boiling water, Vi cup 
brown sugar and 2 teaspoons lemon 
juice. Pour over pears and sprinkle 
with 2 tablespoons brown sugar and ft 
teaspoon cinnamon. Boko uncovered, 
until tender, 43 to 60 minutes. 


If you want to vary the flavor, try a 


little honey for part of the sweetening. 


Or, add cinnamon candies for a be- 
coming blush and spicy taste. 


Serve pears hot as they come from 


tho oven — or cool with a garnish of 
whipped cream or a spoonful of or- 
*ango marmalade.

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Talks opposing 
MSD plant seen 
as encouraging 


by JOE FRANZ 


DCS Plnlnos officials Wednesday 


said they wore encouraged by their 
meeting this week In Washington at 
which they presented the city's oppo- 
sition to the proposed O'Hare Water 
Reclamation Plant. 


Eighth Ward Aldermen Richard 


Ward and Alan Abrams presented in- 
formation pointing to several major 
contradictions In a report approving 
construction of the plant by the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District. 


The aldermen specifically asked the 


President's Council en Environmental 
Quality to reject the U.S. Environ- 
mental Agency's cnvironmcntaMm- 
pact statement. 


DES PLAINES officials have ar- 


gued that the sewage-treatment plant 
could present health hazards to near- 
by residential areas. 


"I was very pleased with the Presi- 


dent's 
Council on Environmental 


Quality's recognition of the many in- 
adequacies In the environmental-Im- 
pact statement," Ward said. 


Abrams said, "I thought the meet- 


ing was worthwhile and I fcol they 
were sympathetic to our arguments." 


The aldermen said that although 


they were encouraged by the response 
of the panel, they were unsure when it 
would act or if the action would bo 
favorable. 


"WE LEFT there with no real as- 


surances from them," Abrams said. 


The EPA statement approves con- 


struction of the $04 million plant on a 
104-acre tract at the corner of Oakton 
Street and Elmhurst Road. 


Among the Information presented 


by Ward and Abrams was a sup- 
pressed EPA staff recommendation 
calling for the plant to bo on a 112- 
ncre parcel south of the Northwest 
Toilway and west of Elmhurst Road. 
The recommendation said that loca- 
tion would minimize possible health 
hazards to nearby residential areas. 


"They (President's council) seemed 


especially concerned about the rea- 
sonableness of locating a new sewage- 
treatment plant on the slto closest to 
a residential community," Ward said. 


Abrams said the council was 


"shocked" because the EPA report 
mado no mention of a reservoir for 
the proposed plant which would be 
"nothing more than an open sewer." 


THE ALDERMEN also presented 


the results of a report prepared by 
Donald Dvorak, president of the Way- 
clndcn Park 
Homeowners' Assn., 


which contends the EPA overlooked a 
number of other Important factors in 
reviewing the plant. 


Dvorak's report states that the 


MSD's own reports Indicate It would 
be cheaper to enlarge the Salt Creek 
Water Reclamation Plant in Schaum- 
burg to handle sewage that would be- 
scnt to the DCS Plaines facility than 
to build the new plant. 


Dvorak's report also indicates the 


MSD has stated the Salt Creek plant 
could be expanded faster than the 
O'Hare plant could be built. 


Ward ha noted that there are other 


contradictions, adding that a number 
of statistics developed by the MSD do 
not justify the construction of the 
O'Hare plant at the proposed site. 


DES PLAINES officials have been 


battling with the MSD for nearly 10 
years over construction of the plant. 


One option open to the council 


would be to request a supplement to 
the environmental-impact statement 
which would cover any unanswered 
questions about the plant. 


Abrams said ho does not know if the 


request would be binding on the EPA, 
but added that if it was rejected the 
EPA could be vulnerable to a law- 
suit. 


"I fcol It would be very persuasive 


to a federal court if the President's 
Council' on Environmental Quality 
said the statement was inadequate 
and it was ignored by the EPA," 
Abrams said. 
•' 


THE MSD IS hoping to obtain com- 


plete federal approval for the plant 
and a series of deep tunnel sewers by 
the end of the month to beat a June 30 
deadline for spending the federal 
funds that have been allocated for the 
plant. 


The MSD expects to obtain about 75 


per cent of the $153 million cost of the 
plant and tunnels from the federal 
government. 


Schools ;hold the line- 
in new budget spending 


East Maine Dlst. 63 plans to hold 


the lino on spending next year with a 
proposed budget for all expenditures 
except salaries showing a 1.4 per cent 
Increase over this year. 


The board reviewed the proposed 


$2.2 million budget for nonsalary items 
at a public hearing Tuesday night. 
The budget accounts for about 20 per 
cent of the total budget which cannot 
be completed until negotiations are 
settled. 


The budget Includes: 
• A .2 per cent increase in the edu- 


cation fund with $1,270,485 budgeted 
as compared with $1,267,079 this year. 


• A 6 per cent increase in the oper- 


ations, building and maintenance fund 
with $814,975 budgeted as compared 
with $769,035 this year. Included in 
next year's figure is the $425,000 ad- 
ministration center. 


• A' 11.5 per cent decrease in the 


transportation 
fund, with $130,450 


budgeted as compared with $147,318 
this year. Transportation for special 
education students accounts for 
$110,000 of the budgeted expenditures. 


The district anticipates $8 million 


revenue from property .taxes, state 
aid and other sources next year. A 
surplus of $1.7 million is expected at 
the end of this.year, said Business 
Mgr. James Bowen.

The proposed budget, up two per

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Melting pot of plenty 


After 28 years, father, new wife, 4 children leave Iran, join 
in U.S. 


Twenty-eight years ago, Eprcm' 


Koshaba began sending his children 
from their native Tehran, Iran, to the 
United States and the land of plenty. 


One by one, the four arrived to take 


full advantage of the opportunities -in 
America. They finally settled In Elk 
Grove Village and Mount Prospect, 
raising families of their own and ad- 
justing to the melting pot. 


Tuesday at noon, Koshaba, a spry, 


white-haired man of 76, made his way 
to his family's adopted homeland, 
bringing with him a new wife and four 
more children. He united both fami- 
lies — old and new — at a tearful 
exchange at O'Haro Airport 


"WE'RE STARTING a now life." he 


said, his eyes sparkling as ho held son 
Joseph, 47, around the shoulders and 
watched his brood mingle for tho first 
time outside tho baggage-claim area 
on the lower level. 


"How was tho night? I bet you're 


plod to be hero? I can Imagine. We're 
glad to have you here," one of tlie 
American Koshabas told one of the Ira 
nlan Koshabas who doesn't apeak 
English. They nodded understanding. 


"He's my undo," one of the young 


Koshabas said of Abraham, his new 
8-year-old shy, brown-eyed relative, 
"Is he cute!" another said. 


Tho Northwest suburbs' newest im- 


migrant was greeted by Joseph and 
Milch. 54. both of Elk Grove Village, 
and daughters Grace Jacob of Mount 
Prospect nnd Sonja Bender of Elk 
Grove Village. Many of his 19 grand- 
c h i l d r e n and three great-grand- 
children were there, too. 


Koshaba Introduced them to his new 


family (his first wife died 22 years 
ago) — his wife, Sophia, and three 
sons. Including 18-year-old twins, and 
a 21-year-old daughter. They were 
overwhelmed with the attention they 
were Retting and felt awkward at the 
meeting. (Also somewhat confusing Is 
their legal relationship with their new 
family. Abraham, for example, Is an 
uncle to a couple Koshabas who are 
twice his age). 


"They look the same and I look the 


same," tho elder Koshaba said in 
splendid English for a man who 
hasn't been in this country for 39 
years. "They think,I'm probably too 
old and can't walk. Now they think 
I'm younger than them." 


KOSHABA. BORN Jan. ,1, 1899, 


lived In the United States from 1928 to 
1936. 


"That's when you were supposed to 


make a buck in America where If you 
couldn't make a buck you couldn't 
make It anywhere," Joseph said. 


He returned to Iran during tho war 


years, serving as a contractor for the 
U.S. Army. When the war was over he 
wanted to come back, but doctors ad- 
vised him his wife was too 111 to move. 


So he sent his children here, he 


said, for the potential the country of- 
fered. Joseph said his father wanted 
him to be a doctor, but instead he 
turned out a "flunky machinist," who 
happens to own his own company in 
Chicago. Mitch owns a tool company 
in Itasca. 


"He's better than a doctor," said his 


dad. "He's Just like his father." Kosh- 
aba has .been a businessman all his 
life and plans to open a store and sell 
Iranian antiques. 


"Ho has more money than all of 


us," kidded Joseph. 


KOSHABA SHOULDN'T have too 


much trouble acclimating himself to 
tho fashions and lifestyles of America 
as he moves into his home in Elk 
Grove Village. 


Iran, he said, is Americanized. He 


owned a Chevrolet and Dodge Coro- 
net, he added. 


Ho brought a message to this coun- 


try, too. He said tho "King Shah (the 
Shah of Iran) built a good country. 
He's helping tho people. He's the best 
Shnh we've ever had. He's friendly 
with the United States. America-Shah 
together," and he locked his fingers in 
a sign of solidarity. Then ho walked 
away with his oversized family of 
smiling faces. 
IT WAS A joyful reunion for Eprem Kosh- 
aba, 
76, as he greeted his children at 


O'Haro Airport. Koshaba began sending his 
children to the United States 28 years ago 


and -finally left his native Iran this week to 
join them. Ha brought with him a new wifa 
and four mora children, who will join his 


children's families in Elk Grove Village and 
Mount Prospect. Koshaba lived in this coun- 
try from 1928 to 1936.

Inspection of mobile 
home trailers begins 


State inspection of Elk Grovo Mo- 


bile Park trailers began Tuesday to 
determine which of the dwellings con 
bo moved to a new location. 


The park's 750 residents arc receiv- 


ing relocation aid from the Illinois De- 
partment of Transportation Division 
of Water Resources, because the site 
is being flooded. 


Tho park silo at 941 Hlgglns Rd., 


Elk Grove Township, is part of what 
will become a 470-acre lake in the Up- 
per Salt .Crcok Watershed plan, de- 
signed to alleviate flooding along Salt 
Creek. 


Its residents have been notified by 


tho state that they will have to move 
soon, probably by the end of summer. 
However, they arc being cautioned 
not to relocate until the stale notifies 
them, and their mobile homes are In- 
mwcted to determine what cash and 


other moving benefits they are en- 
titled. 


Relocation agents hired by the Divi- 


sion of Water Resources,-urge owners 
or tenants of the mobile homes to con- 
tacts them with questions. 
" If they do not check with us first It 


may Jeopardize their eligibility to re- 
ceive relocation payments," said a 
spokesman, Howard Nyberg. 


He cautioned people to check with 


the agents before signing any agree- 
ments to rent or buy a new mobile 
homeeito or regular house. 


"Don't sign any agreements to 


move from tho Elk Grove park or 
physically move from it, without first 
checking with our agents," he said.

"Hell, my trailer hasn't moved 


from the first day it was put in the 
park over 17 years ago. Mobile — it's 
about as mobile as I am." 
' 


That's how an elderly Elk Grove 


Trailer Park resident reacted to state 
officials referring to her and her 
neighbors as mobile-home owners. 
The woman, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said her neighbors think 
it Is "funny" that people think they 
can Just hook their homes on the back 
of a car and drive away. 


Rather than "mobile home people" 


they just like to be called "trailer1 
people," who are permanent residents 
of a (Community. That's one reason 
it's going to be hard for them to relo- 
cate when the Elk Grove park is 
closed and many trailers destroyed to 
make way for a 470 acre lake in the 
upper Salt Creek Watershed Project. 


'"IM PROBABLY going to get some 


money for the old trailer and (the 
state) talk about giving me $4,000 that 
I can use for four years to pay the 
difference in higher rents at other 
parks. Maybe it won't be too bad, 
moving and all, but I'm used to this 
place and the neighbors are used to 
me, I wish I could stay," said the el- 
derly woman. 


Mike Hemstock is not sure if he Is 


eligible for anything more than a 
maximum $500 moving benefit to 
move his recently purchased trailer 
somewhere else. 


"The state relocation agent told me 


that since I bought my place last Feb. 
17, I probably am not eligible for all 
the benefits other owners are en- 
titled," said Hemstock. 


State officials are using April 11 as 


the displacement notice date. An own- 
er who occupied a mobile home per- 
manently for a period of 90 days prior 
to April 11 is eligible for entrance and 
other similar fees required for admis- 
sion to another park and a $4,000 rent 
subsidy. 


HEMSTOCK SAID he probably 


will appeal the deadline decision. "I 
put every penny I had into buying the' 
place and moving in. I'd heard stories, 
that the park was going to be closed 
but the manager of the place said 'ev- 
erything's 'cool* and now I guess I've 
been shafted," he said. 


Many Elk Grove trailer residents 


are worried if other similar parks will 
accept them as tenants since they 
have large families. 


"Some parks don't care for too 


many children," said one man. 


A mother, who has two school age 


children, said she wouldn't mind mov- 
ing from Elk Grove "If the kids can 
stay in the same school." She is hop- 
ing the state can find space in a near- 
by park In the same school district. 


THE MAJORITY of residents be- 


. lieve current meetings with the state, 
officials are both informative and an 
effort by the state to help. Some also 
look at the forced relocation as a good 
time for a change. 


Chuck Harper, a Vietnam veteran, 


who now works In a local school dis- 
trict, said the relocation could be an 
opportunity to buy a new home. 


"We, my wife and I, liked the trail- 


er because it was a good deal. The 
rent is cheap — $75 a month — and 
even if the trailer is over 100 years 
old it wasn't too bad and I fixed it up 
a lot. 


"It was a start for us and maybe 


now that the park is getting flooded 
it's a good time to use the cash we 
will probably get to put the money 
down on a small house," said Harper. 


"I Just hope when they (the state) 


say we can get up to almost $9,000 in 
relocation help for the purchase of im 
movable trailers, they really mean 
it," he said. 


S. A. "Slim" Gownc, Is a little pes- 


simistic about the state's word. 


"No one is moving out my trailer 


until I have the moving check and the 
rent subsidy in my hand. You better 
believe I'm not moving with just a 
promise from the state," he said. 


"I'm telling you the truth —You 


can't trust them," Gowen said. 


One female resident, who has lived 


in trailer porks most of her life, said: 
"Nobody gives a damn about 'trailer 
trash.' That's what I've been called 
since I was 5-years-old. I'll listen to 
the state's promises. Who knows, 
maybe things will change? Maybe 
they (state) even care about us? We'll 
see." 


Murdered woman not identified

young woman found shot to death 
Monday in an alley behind 1473 Henry 
St.

Del. Lt. Leroy Alfano said police 


havja sent the woman's fingerprints to 
the Federal'Bureau of Investigation, 
but have received no response. 


Attempts earlier this week to identi- 


fy the woman through Chicago Police 
Dept. fingerprint files were unsuc- 
cessful. 


A photograph and description of the 


slain woman have been sent to all po- 
lice departments in the Chicago area. 
Local police will continue to canvass 
the city. 


The woman, <• in her late teens or 


early 20s, died of a gunshot wound to 
the head from a small-caliber bullet, 
according to autopsy reports. 


She was found fully clothed, except 


for shoes, wrapped in a blanket about 
1 a.m. Monday. Police theorize the 
woman was shot somewhere else and 
left in the alley. 


No weapon was found and police 


have not determined a motive for the 
killing. 


The dead woman was 5 feet 8 inches 


tall, 115 pounds, with dark brown hair 
in an afro style. She was wearing a 
camel-colored, wasit-length leather 
jacket, print blouse and green slacks.

Residents of a section of Maine 


Township annexed against their will 
into the Golf-Mnino Park District 
failed this week in an attempt to get 
out of the district whose services they 
claim they do not need and do not 
want to pay for. 


Park Comr. Ethel Scharkoff moved 


Monday night to disannex the area 
that included about 74 homes and 300 
residents. Her motion, however, died 
for lack of a second. 


AL SOMPLOSKI, president of the 


Golf-Maine Gardens Improvement 
Assn., said the group will seek legal 
advice in hopes of finding some other 
way to get out of the district. 


"We are investigating all possible 


avenues," he said, adding thai the as- 
sociation's membership will be polled 
before any action is taken. 


The annexed area was brought into 


the park district despite the objections 
of the residents in March. In an effort 
to protest the action, the homeowners 
staged a write-in campaign in the 
April 15 park district election and 
nearly unseated the incumbent park 
commissioners. Mrs. Scharkoff was 
the only successful candidate. 


Somploski said besides being an- 


nexed against their will, the home- 
owners feel they will not use park dis- 
trict services. 


The majority of residents in the 


area are older and no longer have 
children at home, Somploski said, ad- 
ding that 10 to 12 are elderly widows. 
Nearly all the homes arc on half-acre 
lots, providing space for recreation. 


"We don't have the same needs and 


wants as people who live hi some of 
the other high-density areas of the 
district," he said. 


Depending on the assessed valu-

Trustees have final word 
Zoners act to block 
planned car crusher 


The Wheeling Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals has voted unanimously to rec- 
ommend the elimination of three al- 
lowable uses from the industrial zon- 
ing category, Including automobile 
dismantling operations. 


The board voted 6-0 Tuesday to rec- 


ommend eliminating automobile dis- 
mantling and temporary storage of In- 
operative cars, junkyards and bulk oil 
mid gas storage from the 1-3 zoning 
category. The recommendation will 
be forwarded to the village board pos- 
sibly as early as Monday. Trustees 
must vote on the recommendation be- 
fore the categories can be eliminated. 


Elimination of the categories was 


proposed by Trustee Gilbert Monoson 
last month. Monoson said Wheeling is 
the only village In the area which al- 


lows such uses under Its industrial 
category and the trustee said such 
types of operations should not be 
allowed in a residential area. 


THE RECOMMENDATION, if ap- 


proved by the board, would ef- 
fectively 
kill plans by Diamond 


Scrap Yards Inc., Wnukcgan, to build 
an automatic crushing plant at Wheel- 
ind Road and W. Pine Street. 


Diamond has a contract to purchase 


the property proposed for the plant 
from a Wheeling Trust and Savings 
Bank trust which benefits former zon- 
ing board member Roman Domas and 
his brother Lambert. 


Diamond officials have asked for a 


meeting with village officials to dis- 
cuss their proposal and a meeting has 
been scheduled for 7:30 p.m. Wednes- 
day. 


The Wheeling Environmntal Com- 


mission in 'a spilt vote recommended 
approval of the crusher plant but 
three commission members issued a 
minority report opposed to the oper- 
ation. 


RESIDENTS IN the area which 


abuts the 2.3-acre site proposed for 
the Diamond auto crushing plant have 
voiced opposition to the operation. 
The names of more than 700 residents 
In the area were gathered on a peti- 
tion and presented to the village 
board last month in opposition to the 
plant. 


The recommendation to eliminate 


the three uses from the Industrial cat- 
egory is expected to be approved by 
village trustees who have given a cool 
reception to Diamond's plans for the 
auto crusher. 


Subdivision has 40 houses 
Officials ponder Chevy Chase annex

Wheeling officials arc investigating 


the feasibility of annexing Chevy 
Chase Estates In unincorporated Lake 
County following n meeting this week 
with representatives of the home- 
owners' association. 


Richard J. Plctranek, president of 


the homeowners' group, met with the 
village board real estate and zoning 
committee to discuss the advantages 
and disadvantages of annexation. Buf- 
falo Grove also Is seeking to annex 
the subdivision which consists of 40 
single-family homes. 


Pietrunek posed several questions 


to village officials including what pro- 
visions would be made to lie into the 
sanitary sewer system of the subdivi- 
sion. The area is served by the Chevy 
Chase Utility Co. of Lake County. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


would contact the Lake County Metro- 
politan Sanitary District to determine 
if Wheeling can tie into the system. 
Passolt said other factors such as un- 
paved streets and upgrading fire hy- 
drants will bo investigated. 


IF THE AREA is annexed, Passolt 


said the village would pay for certain 


Advisory unit rejects plan 
for Allstate salvage facility 


Plans for an auto-salvage facility 


proposed by the Allstate Insurance 
Co. wcro rejected Wednesday night by 
the Wheeling Environmental Advisory 
Commission. 


The commission voted 4-1 to recom- 


mend the village board not approve 
the plans. The action came following 
a lengthy discussion with representa- 
tives from Allstate, who sought to 
build the service training operation on 
a 23-acrc site near the Soo Line R.R. 
on Frontage Road off Palatine Road. 


The Allstate plans Include provi- 


sions for a 68,000 square foot office- 
garage building, and inspection field 
where cars would be examined, a 
holding area for storage of up to 800 
cars, and an area where cars which 
arc cleared by title will be auctioned 
to licensed salvage buyers. 


The facility also would Include a 


training school for auto-Insurance ad- 
Justors and auto-body repairmen. 


In voting against approval of the 


plans, the commission considered a 
recommendation by the zoning board 
that temporary storage of automo- 
biles be removed from the industrial 
category as on allowable use. The 
zoning board recommendation Is ex- 
pected to be voted on by the village 
board next week. 


Commissioner James Green, voting 


with the majority, said he is opposed 
to the facility because he does not 
want such operations within the vil- 
lage. 


"Whether we call them salvage fa- 


cilities, training operations, auto cru- 
shers or holding'areas It still boils 
down to the fact that behind a pretty 
building we have ourselves a junk- 
yard," Green sold. 


In recommending rejection of the 


Allstate plans, the commission took a 
directly opposite stand from its rec- 
ommendation of several months ago 
to approve plans for an auto crushing 
plant proposed by Diamond Scrap- 
yards, Ind., Waukegon. 


work such as paving and hydrant up- 
grading, but he added that village fi- 
nances arc low and the area may 
have to be levied with a special as- 
sessment if costs run too high. 


Passolt said Wheeling would like to 


annex the area because it serves as a 
natural retention area. Because of 
this the village would like to maintain 
control over future development of the 
area so.the retention aspects will not 
be lost. 


If the area is annexed it would auto-' 


matically be entitled to village police 
and fire protection, Passolt said. The 
area currently receives police protec- 
tion from the Lake County Sheriff's 
police and-fire service from the Ver- 
non Township Fire Dept. 


The area cannot be involuntarily an- 


nexed because it is not contiguous, to . 
the village. Passolt and village offi- 
cials said land separating the village 
from the subdivision would have to be 
annexed first so the subdivision would 
become contiguous to the village. 


The land separating the subdivision 


from the village is owned by an estate 
and Passolt said he will contact agents 
of the estate to see if the village can 
acquire part or all of the land. The 
site cannot be involuntarily annexed 
because it is more than 60 acres., 


PASSOLT WAS asked to have as 


much Information as possible ready 
by the middle of next month to report 
to the real estate and zoning commit- 
tee on his findings. 


The subdivision is on Milwaukee Av- 


enue north, of Lake-Cook 
Road. 


Pletranek said in addition to Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove, the homeowners' 
association has been approached by 
officials from Riverwoods and Lincoln 
shire about annexation to their vil- 
lages. 


Chevy Chase Estates has been la- 


beled a top priority annexation area 
by Wheeling officials. If acquired, It 
would mark the village's first step 
into Lake County.

Fire damage in areas served by the 


Wheeling Fire Dept. totaled $18,200 in 
May, a 40 per cent Increase over .the 
$11,500 In damages reported for the" 
same period In 1974. 


Figures released by the department 


showed a 12 per cent Increase in total 
fire calls for May, the first month In 
the department's yearly reporting pe- 
riod. 
. The statistics showed a 43 per cent 
increase in fire calls in village bound- 
aries, 14 to 20, but calls outside the 
village declined 27 per cent, 11 to 8, 
for the two periods. 


THE DEPARTMENT is part of the 


Wheeling Rural Fire Protection Dis- 
trict that serves Wheeling and unin- 
corporated areas of the township. , 


Fire Chief Bcrnle Koeppen attribut- 


ed most of the damage figure for last 
month to a single fire that occurred 
May 22 at the home of H. B. Sheltlon, 
297 Jcffery Ave., causing $13,500 dam- 
age. The cause of that fire is under 
investigation and fire officials are sus- 
picious of vandalism in the blaze. 


Another $1,500 of the damage oc- 


curred when a barn on Milwaukee Av- 
enue caught fire near Palwaukee Air- 
port late last-month. Koeppen said no 
damage estimate has been put togeth- 
er on four arson fires because the 


buildings were vacant. 


Three of the arson fires occurred on 


the same day last month and touched 
off the nearby barn keeping fire- 
fighters from several suburban de- 
partments busy for more than an 
hour.

officer and the other Is a mechanic. 
Their hands are full with other re- 
sponsibilities, Kocppcn said. 


Just how effective has the program 


been In Its first year operation? 


IT'S HARD TO tell. Fire officials 


have little Idea how many heart at- 
tack patients, who make up the bulk 
of paramedic cases, have survived. 
They also don't count how many acci- 
dent victims have recovered faster 
because of paramedic's treatment. 


Kocppcn said, however, one thing Is 


sure: "The big thing overall — with 
the amount of drugs and what we can 
tell — It's a proven fact that the 
damage to the heart muscle has not 
been as great by getting to these 
people faster and stabilizing them." 


One testimonial to the program has 


been solid —the responses of those 
who have been helped by Wheeling 
paramedics In the lost year. Several 
letters arc received dally and have 
fattened fire department flics with 
comments of thanks and praise for 
(ho paramedics. 


A few examples: 
• An Ohio man was staying at the 


Flamingo Motel. River Road and Mil- 
waukee Avenue and recently suffered 
a heart attack. 


He said he was "most thankful" he 


was In Wheeling when It happened 
and praised the paramedics for their 
sklllfulncss In treating and trans- 
porting him to the hospital. 


• A local woman wrote that be- 


cause of the paramedics, a friend — 
also a heart attack victim — is "still 
' with us." 


• Retired Skokle Police Chief .Wil- 


liam C. Griffin who said he's a pretty 
good judge of emergency operations 
wrote his thanks for the paramedic's 
quick work and efficiency in tending 
to his son following a recent accident. 


• A man'who hurt his hand in a 


machinery accident also thanked the 
paramedics In a letter, stating be felt 
"relieved there's someone around like 
them in case of an accident like 
mine." 


Paramedic programs have begun In 


f i r e departments 
throughout the 


northwest suburbs and Koeppen is , 
amazed at its rapid progress and 
prospects for the future. "It's going to 
get so big that someday it will be sep- 
arate from the flreflghting division of 
our service," he said. 


"I was skeptical when I saw it com- 


ing," he said referring to a few years 
ago when the concept was being de- 
veloped under Dr. Stanley Zydlo of 
Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 
lington Heights. Zydlo was a pioneer 
in engineering the idea. 


"I TOOK A big, long look at It and 


eventually, I liked what I saw," he 
said. 


The only detectable bug in Wheel- 


Ing's system has been in the use of 
radio transmitting frequencies. Koep- 
pen said, however, a solution has al- 
ready been devised and the problem 
is beini! solved. 


T h r o u g h radio communications, 


paramedics keep in constant commu- 
nication with doctors at area hospitals 
who relay Instructions to the emer- 
gency scene on what type treatment 
to provide. 


Another advantage of the program 


In the last year has been to the fire- 
fighter himself, said Koeppen. He now 
feels he is able to do something to 
help an accident victim rather than 
just rushing him to a hospital. 


KOEPPEN SAID It's different than 


back In 1948, In his early days on the 
department when the extent of emer- 
gency medical services consisted of a 
$710 rcsuscltator attached to a fire 
truck. 


All It did was give oxygen until a 


private ambulance came, "but you 
expected It to perform miracles," ho 
said. 


Now the village has more than 


$30,000 invested in a new ambulance 


unit, designed t for paramedic use 
along with'the'lite-saving drugs, and 
equipment. ! 


Fireman William Henry, 32, has 


been a paramedic since the Wheeling 
department took up. the program. 
"It's a good .thing for the public — the 
program just really speaks for itself," 
To become a paramedic, Henry has 
completed more than 180 hours of 
classroom and practical training and 
must return to refresher courses eight 
hours a month. 
' 


THE TRAINING Is'rigorous but in- 


teresting, said Henry, adding "It's a 
good confidence builder, it gives you 
experience which you badly need." 


Before Fireman Richard Theobald, 


35, became a paramedic, he used to 
feel helpless on ambulance runs, say- 
' ing there was little he could do to help 
a suffering person. \ 


But now Theobald says, "I get some 


satisfaction that at least I can help."

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Melting pot of plenty 


After 28 years, father, new wife, 4 children leave Iran, join family in U.S. 


Twenty-eight years ago, Eprcm 


Koshaba began sending his children 
from their native Tehran, Iran, to the 
United States and the land of plenty. 


One by one, the four arrived to take 


full advantage of the opportunities in 
America. They finally settled in Elk 
Grovo Village and Mount Prospect, 
raising families of their own and ad- 
justing to the molting pot. 


Tuesday at noon, Koshaba, a spry, 


white-haired man of 76, made his way 
to his family's adopted homeland, 
bringing with him a new wife and four 
more children. He united both fami- 
lies — old and now — at a tearful 
exchange at O'Harc Airport. 


"WE'RE STARTING a new life," he 


said, his eyes sparkling as he held son 
Joseph, 47, around the shoulders and 
watched his brood mingle for the first 
time outside the baggage-claim area 
on the lower level. 


"How was the night? I bet you're 


glad lo bo here? I can imagine. We're 
glad to have you here," one of the 
American Koshnbas told one of the Ira 
nlan Koshabas who doesn't speak 
English. They nodded understanding. 


"lie's my uncle," one of the young 


Konhobns said of Abraham, his new 
B-year-old shy, brown-eyed relative. 
"In he cute!" another said. 


The Northwest suburbs' newest im- 


migrant was greeted by Joseph and 
Mitch, 54, both of Elk Grove Village, 
and daughters Grace Jacob of Mount 
Prospect and Sonja Bender of Elk 
Grove Village. Many of his 10 grand- 
c h i l d r e n and three great-grand- 
children were there, too. 


Koshaba Introduced them to his new 


family <hls first wife died 22 years 
ago) — his wife, Sophia, and three 
sons, Including IB-ycar'-old twins, and 
a 21-year-old daughter. They were 
overwhelmed with the attention they 
were getting and felt awkward at the 
meeting. (Also somewhat confusing is 
their legal relationship with their new 
family. Abraham, for example, Is an 
uncle to a couple Koshabas who are 
twice his ago). 


"They look the same and I look the 


same," the elder Koshaba sold, in 
splendid English for a man who 
hasn't been in this country for 39 
years. "They think I'm probably too 
old and can't walk. Now they think 
I'm younger than them." 


KOSHABA. BORN Jan. 
1, 1899, 


lived In the United States from 1928 to 
1936. 


"That's when you were supposed to 


make o buck in America where If you 
couldn't make a buck you couldn't 
moke It anywhere," Joseph said. 


He returned to Iran during the war 


years, serving as a contractor for the 
U.S. Army. When the war was over he 
wanted to come back, but doctors ad- 
vised him his wife was too ill to move. 


So ho sent his children here, he 


said, for the potential the country of- 
fered. Joseph said his father wanted 
him to be la doctor, but instead he 
turned out a "flunky machinist," who 
happens to own his own company in 
Chicago. Mitch owns a tool company 
in Itasca. 


"He's better than a doctor," said his 


dad. "He's just like his father." Kosh- 
aba has been a businessman all his 
life and plans to open a store and sell 
Iranian antiques. 


"He has more money than all of 


us," kidded Joseph. 


KOSHABA SHOULDN'T have too 


much trouble acclimating himself to 
the fashions and lifestyles of America 
as he moves into his home In Elk 
Grove Village. 


Iran, he said, Is Americanized. He 


owned a Chevrolet and Dodge Coro- 
net, he added. 


He brought a message to this coun- , 


try, too. He said the "King Shah (the 
Shah of Iran)'built a good country. 
He's helping the people. He's the best 
Shah we've evnr had. He's friendly 
with the United States. America-Shah 
together," and he locked his fingers in ' 
a sign of solidarity. Then .he walked 
away with his oversized family of 
smiling faces. 
IT WAS A joyful reunion for Eprem Kosh- 
aba, 76, as he greeted hit children at 
O'Hare Airport. Koshaba began sending his 
children to the United States 28 years ago 


and finally left his native Iran this week to 
join them. He brought with him a new wife 
and four more children, who will join his 


children's families In Elk Grove Village and 
Mount Prospect. Koihaba lived in this coun- 
try from 1928 to 1936.

Mill Creek action 


Residents of Buffalo Grove's Mill 


Creek development got some relief 
from the Arlington Heights Environ- 
mental Control Commission Wednes- 
day night. 


The commission asked the Arlington 


Heights Health Dept. to take action on 
standing water and litter violations 
caused by the Frenchman's Cove de- 
velopment which is adjacent to Mill 
Creek but in Arlington Heights. 


The commission also heard from 


Village Engineer Alan Sander that 
much of the problem between the two 
developments could be corrected by 
cutting a swale between the proper- 
ties — a project that would take $1,000 
and one day of work but would have 
to be the responsibility of the village 
of Buffalo Grove. 


Angry residents of the Mill Creek 


area told Arlington Heights officials 
that the soil erosion and water prob- 
lems in the area are severe.. 


Donald Fcldman, 648 Stanford Ln., 


in Mill Creek, told the commission, 
"We have a horrendous situation 
here. The bugs and the stench are un- 
real. I'm getting tired of talking. We 
are living in an area extremely haz- 
ardous to children and personal prop- 
erty." 


Another resident, Mel Romanoff, 


1303 Mill Creek Dr., said, "I can show 
you erosion like you have never 
seen." ' 


Paul Young, 1227 Mill Creek Dr., 


said he has planted shrubs three 
times and they all have died because 
of the erosion. 


"Garbage is being dumped on the 


hill, the sewer is filled with debris and 
it doesn't work during heavy storms," 
he said. 


Sander told the commission other 


action is pending which may help cor- 
rect another problem. He said he has 
sent a letter to Edward Swartz, owner 
of Frenchman's Cove, ordering con- 
struction of a chain-link fence around 


an open detention basin within "five 
days or a citation will be issued." 


Sander-also said he does not believe 


Swartz • is the cause of the erosion 
problems in Mill Creek. Sander inld 
he believes Miller Builders stacked 
dirt on the Frenchman's Cove proper- 
ty and this is what caused the erosion.; 


"The. soil erosion problem is not 


caused by Swartz and I will not. take 
action on it," Sander'said and sug- 
gested a swale be cut,between the 
properties. Arlington Heights:received 
permission to cut a swale behind Volz 
Road and now it is up to Buffalo 
Grove to cut another swale on their 
side of the line, Sander said. 


Jean Hanlan, chairman of the Envi- 


ronmental Control Commission, said, 
"I don't want to hear about a problem 
between Miller and Swartz. Let's just 
get this situation cleaned up. Arling- 
ton Heights should concern itself with 
its own land."

Passolt said Wheeling would like to 


annex the area because It serves as a 
natural retention area. Because of 
this the village would Ilka to maintain 
control over future development of the 
area so tho retention aspects will not 
be lost. 


U the area is annexed It would auto- 


matically be entitled to village police 
and fire protection, Passolt said. The 
area currently receives police protec- 
tion from tho Lake County Sheriff's 


police and fire service from the Ver- 
non Township Fire Dept. 
-Tlie area cannot be involuntarily an- 
nexed because it is not contiguous to 
the village. Passolt and village offi- 
cials said land separating the village 


• from the subdivision would have to be 


annexed first so the subdivision would 
become contiguous to the village. 


The land separating the subdivision 


from the village is owned by an estate 
and Passolt said he will contact agents 
of the estate to see If the village can 
acquire part or ail of the land. The 
site cannot be Involuntarily annexed 
because it' Is more than 60 acres. 


PASSOLT WAS .asked to have as 


much information as possible ready 
by the middle of next,month to report 
to the real estate and zoning commit- 
tee on'his findings.

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Romano sees Outer Planets as Northwest 'Loop'

Leo N. Romano is now more con- 


fident than over that his 238-acre 
Schaumburg Outer Planets project, 
complete with space needle, 128-story 
building and "people mover" will be- 
come a reality near Higgins Road and 
interstate 90. 


But Romano says he is proceeding 


slowly and methodically to insure ful- 
fillment of his lifetime dream — "the 
Northwest Loop. 


Zoning for the project, obtained by 


Romano in 1968, lapsed when the state 
. purchased 20 of his first 86 acres for a 
right-of-way to connect Interstate 90 
with Rte. 83 and Higgins Road. Ro- 
mano returned to Schaumburg in 1973 
with his now plan which adds a 88- 
acre and 74-acre parcel to the project. 


CONSTRUCTION has not begun, 


though when the latest zoning was 
granted Romano was given one year 
in which to begin the project. Last De- 
cember, the village board granted all 
developers an automatic six-month 
extension, with Romano's deadline set 
for June 11. He is now asking for an 
extra six months, though says he is 
certain construction will start next 
fall. 


Romano says Outer Planets, near' 


Higgins Road and Interstate 90 will 
become the, focal point of a 350-acre 
area, Including portions of Arlington 
Heights, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grave 
Village and Schaumburg, he claims to 
have spent the past 30 years acquir- 
ing. "I am the major land owner in he 
area," he explained. 
' Romano describes the market he 
will build for, in both residential and 


commerical space, as "the people 
who move the economy" and said sev- 
eral major corporations 'have ex- 
pressed Interest in office buildings he 
plans in the compound. "When you 
see an office building going up, that 
means we have someone wanting to 
occupy it," he said, dismissing the 
idea of speculative building in the 
project./ 


A 125-story and a 90-story office 


building is planned, along with 20 oth- 
er commercial,, structures ranging 
from 67 to 22 stories.' 


FIFTEEN residential buildings of 


22 to 70 stores are also hi the scheme, 
along with an 80-story hotel. , 


But Romano also says Outer Planets 


is not for everyone. "My complex will 
be for people who want to live the. 
good life and can afford it. People 
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who want to live, work' and'socialize 
in,one area; those .who don't want to 
spend two hours a'day traveling, 
burning gas and getting irritated.and 
sick,", he said.. Extensive recreation 
areas and a t self-contained trans- 
portation system also are planned. 


Presently he is anxious to, begin 


four residential buildings hi the south- 
west corner of the property.near Mea- 
cham Road. There will be-two 30-sto- 
ry condominium apartment buildings 


and two 31-story rental units, he said. 


Though Romano would like to begin 


construction by September, both he 
and officials of Tishman Co., a New 
York construction and management 
firm, are not certain that will happen.

Rolling Meadows officials fear the 


dam planned as part of flood control 
projects In the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve will worsen flooding In Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


The dam is to create a 470-acrc rec- 


reational lake below the junction of 
the north and west branches of Salt 
Creek, and Is the biggest portion of 
the Upper Salt Creek Watershed flood 
control project. The Division of Wa- 
terways, Illinois Dcpt. of Trans- 
portation, Is overseeing the $33 million 
project. 


Consulting City Engr. James Mul- 


downcy said the city agreed to sup- 
port the project on the basis of er- 
roneous documents prepared by the 
North Cook County Soil and Water 
Conservation District. The documents 
showed a very small flood area would 
result from the project, Muldowney 
said. But new aerial maps received 
from the Division of Waterways In- 
dicate much of Rolling Meadows is in 
the flood area, he said.

Health board restates

That represents a 
storm that would occur in the fre- 
quency of once every 1,000 years, he 
said. Behrends compared it with a 
100-year frequency-, storm, which 'he 
said leaves S.7 inches of rainfall in 24 
hours. 


Behrends said the watershed project 


"will not eliminate flooding, but will 


"reduce it." The council" committee's 


concern represents a "strictly-unin- 
formed attitude," he' said. He sug- 
gested the committee might wish to 
request the Division of Waterways 
hold a seminar for city officials to ex- 
plain the project in greater depth. •. 


"I'm certain we would • make It 


. available if they so desire,'1' he said.- 
. Part of. Muldowney's concern was 
that back-up water1 from the. dam 
would overtax the drainage system in 
the city, preventing it from accepting 
storm water as it falls. Most of the 
city's storm water drains Into Salt 
Creek, he said.' 


IN THAT CASE, Muldowney said, 


flooding could result, or be Increased 
from present levels, "anywhere in the 
city,", because the city's drainage sys- 
tem would in effect be filled. 


Direct floodjng at flood-crest levels 


would be In a zone along the'creek 
between Golf and Algonquin roads, a 
low point in the slope of land through- 
out the city. .That land is zoned for 
manufacturing and multiple family 
residential use, he said. 


Muldowney •said he would be unable 


to determine the actual ramifications 
of the project without very expensive 
analysis of the .city's entire storm 
sewer system, and without detailed in- 
formation that has not been provided 
by the state on such matters as storm 
frequency, duration and flood crest 
elevations.

U.S. funds for bio-gas 
plant go to Florida 


Tito contract for a federally funded 


experimental garbage treatment plant 
has been awarded to an Oakbrook 
firm for construction and operation In 
Pompano Beach, Fla. 


Waste Management Inc. won the con- 


tract that had been sought by the In- 
stitute of Gas Technology with poten- 
tial construction on a municipally 
owned site In Rolling Meadows. The 
plant is to determine the most ef- 
ficient process of mixing and treating 


mixtures of urban garbage and sludge 
to produce methane gas as a substi- 
tute for natural gas. The conversion Is 
the result of bacteriological digestion 
of the materials, and also produces 
carbon dioxide, hydrogen sulflde and 
sludge as byproducts. 


STIIENUOUS OPPOSITION to hav- 


ing the plant in Holing Meadows was 
raised by residents of Palanols Park 
subdivision of Palatine, an area 
directly north of the city owned prop- 


erty. Those residents continue to op- 
pose the gas Institute's consideration 
of private funding to build the same 
type of plant on that site or on acre- 
age in Chicago. 


The gas institute listed Rolling 


Meadows only as an alternative loca- 
tion for the plant, showing land at its 
Chicago site as the primary choice. 
Donald Klass, institute spokesman, 
said Wednesday the institute still is 
"not in a position to talk yet" about 
the potential for private funding. 


Drop no-strike clause: teachers

Some Palatine trustees — who sup- 


ported the Republican election plat- 
form promise not to raise taxes with- 
out voter approval — now say a tax 
Increase Is necessary. 


"The impact (of the proposed tax

Robert Dellamaria likes-kids. He 


likes teaching them, coaching them, 
talking to them, watching them grow.

years as principal at Addams School, 
1020 Sayles Dr., Palatine. His staff, 
students and parents at Addams are 
so sorry to see him go that they 
placed an ad in The Herald the last 
day of schooled threw a party for 
him complete with balloons, refresh- 
ments and tears. 


Parents rave about Dellamarla's 


skill as a principal. 


"The kids are first with him," said 


Marilyn Pederson, president of the 
Addams PTA. "He's the first one in 
the building at 7 a.m. every morning, 
there to welcome everyone who comes 
in.

The contract for n federally funded 


experimental garbage treatment plant 
has been awarded to an Oakbrook 
firm for construction and operation in 
Pompnno Beach, Fla. 


Waste Management Inc. won the con- 


tract Hint had been sought by the In- 
stitute of Gas Technology with poten- 
tial construction on a municipally 
owned site in Rolling Meadows. The 
plant is to determine the most ef- 
ficient process of mixing and treating 
mixtures of urban garbage and sludge 
to produce methane gas as a substi- 
tute for natural gas. The conversion is 
the result of bacteriological digestion 
of the materials, and also produces 
carbon dioxide, hydrogen sulfide and 
sludge as byproducts.

Trustee urges 
residents of 
'island' to annex

Mount Prospect Trustee Edward B. 


Rhca Jr. lias urged homeowners liv- 
ing In a 90-acrc "Island" of unincorpo- 
rated land to annex to the village so 
their distinctive neighborhood can be 
preserved. 


Rhca's comments came after resi- 


dents from the neighborhood called on 
the village board not to destroy their 
area by approving an annexation and 
zoning that would create smaller lots 
tor six now houses. 


The board, howc\er, unanimously 


granted preliminary approval of the 
annexation and zoning requested by 
Semnr dome Builders for two lots 
south of Lonnqulst Boulevard and 
west of Bussc Road. Semnr plans to 
divide each of the lots into three par- 
cels and build four new houses. The 
two existing houses would remain on 
the property. 


Most homes In the area, which runs 


west of the Mount Prospect Country 
Club Park from Golf Road north past 
Lincoln Street, arc on half-or full-acre 
lots. Many arc wooded, and residents 
are proud of the country-like atmos- 
phere of their neighborhood. 


TUB IIESIDENTS asked the board 


to turn down the Scmar request be- 
cause the new homes would be "com- 
pletely In conflict with the community 
they abut." 


Rhca said he Is in favor of pre- 


serving the neighborhood, noting that 
the village board has an obligation to 
avoid making Mount Prospect "row 
after row of the same kind of houses." 
He said that If the residents of the 
Island annexed to the village, a s>pc- 
dial zoning classification might be 
created that would prevent subdivi- 
sion of the lots. 


Many residents charged that the vil- 


lage was using the Scmar proposal as 
a step towards forcible annexation of 
the island. Although the village sur- 
rounds the island, the village cannot 
forcibly annex the property. Under Il- 
linois law only areas less than 60 
acres can bo annexed without consent 
of the landowners. 


The Semnr proposal, if approved, 


would put the village within one lot

family (his first wife died 22 years 
ago) — his wife, Sophia, and three 
sons, including 18-year-old twins, and 
a 21-year-old daughter. They were 
overwhelmed with the attention they ' 
were getting and felt awkward at the 
meeting. (Also somewhat confusing is 
their legal relationship with their new 
family. Abraham, for example, Is an 


uncle to a couple Koshabas who are 
twice his age). 


"They look the same and I look the 


same," the elder Koshaba said in 
splendid English for a man who 
hasn't been in this country for 39 
years. "They think I'm probably too 
old and can't walk. Now they think 
I'm younger than them." 


KOSHABA. BORN Jan. 1, 1B99, 


lived in the United States from 1928 to 
1936. 


"That's when you were supposed to 


make a buck in America where if you 
couldn't make a buck you couldn't 
make it anywhere," Joseph said. 


He returned to Iran dunng the war 


years, serving as a contractor for the 
U.S. Army. When the war was over he 
wanted to come back, but doctors ad- 
vised him his wife was too ill to move. 


So he sent his children here, he 


said, for the potential the country of- 
fered. Joseph said his father wanted 
him to be a doctor, -but instead he 
turned out a "flunky machinist," who 
happens to own his own company in 


Chicago. Mitch owns a tool company 
in Itasca. 


"He's better than a doctor," said his 


dad. "He's just like his father." Kosh- 
aba has been a businessman all lus 
life and plans to open a store and sell 
Iranian antiques. 


"He has more money than all of 


us," kidded Joseph. 


KOSHABA SHOULDN'T have too 


much trouble acclimating himself to 
the fashions and lifestyles of America 
as he moves into his home in Elk 
Grove Village. 


Iran, he said, Is Americanized. He 


owned a Chevrolet and Dodge Coro- 
net, he added. 


He brought a message to this coun- 


try, too. He said the "King Shah (the 
Shah of Iran) built a good country. 
He's helping the people. He's the best 
Shah we've ever had. He's friendly 
with the United States. America-Shah, 
together," and he locked his fingers hi" 
a sign of solidarity. Then he walked' 
away with his oversized family of 
smiling faces.

Teen vandals, drinking reaches destructive peak

Problems with vandals and beer- 


drinklng teenagers reached a destruc- 
tive peak this week In the River 
Trails Park District. 


Mount Prospect police have stepped 


up their patrol of tho park district's 
Woodland Trails Park, Wolf Road and 
Euclid Avenue, after residents In the 
area complained Tuesday night. 


Sometime early Tuesday vandals 


caused an estimated $600 damage 
when they completely dismantled a 
foot bridge across McDonald Creek 
In tho park. Park Director Marvin 
Weiss said vandals also got Into the 
park's pool after hours, throwing pool 
furniture and beer cans into the wa- 
ter. 


E a r l y Wednesday, tho vandals 


struck again and dismantled tho sec- 
tion of tho bridge that was recon- 
structed Tuesday by park employes. 


SEVERAL TIMES Tuesday night, 


Mount Prospect police were called to 
the park and adjacent Grace Luther- 
an Church parking lots to disperse 
teenagers from the area. 


Police Chief Ralph J. Doncy or- 


dered police to tho park after 11 p.m. 
to make ns many curfew arrests PI 
possible. Ho sold as many «i 60 
youths were dispersed earlier in the 
evening. Similar groups gather in the 
park almost every night, according to 
residents. 


No curfew arrests were made Tues- 


day, as tho youths were gone by the 
time police arrived after 11 p.m. Do- 
ncy sold, however, he will have a spe- 


cial three-man shift on duty starting 
Sunday. Tho extra men, who will be 
on from 5 p.m. to l a.m. each day, 
will be sent as needed to break up 
crowds and make arrests where 
youths may be loitering. They also 
will be used to support residential pa- 
trol.

"would hove to have taken two or 
three hours and several 
youths," 


Weiss sold. 


Weiss sold the bridge has been dis- 


mantled three times and broken as 
many as 20 times during the post five 
years. He said he believes the bridge 
was destroyed as a deliberate mes- 
sage to the park district. 


"They don't like 'the fact they're 


being hossleti," he said, referring to 
the youths. "Last time the bridge was 
ripped opart it was after on article 
appeared In the newspaper about the 
vandalism problem. We just had an- 
other story about the district possibly 
hiring security." 


THE PARK BOARD, at its June 12 


meeting, discussed hiring off-duty po- 
lice or a private security firm to pro- 
hibit vandalism and disperse the teen- 
agers. More information is being 
gathered before the board makes its 
decision on the proposal. 


A woman, who lives near the park, 


said her neighbors have had problems 
with the youths shouting obscenities 
and discarding beer cans and broken 
wine bottles in yards. She also said 
burglaries have increased in the area 
as have the number of late-night spee- 
ders along residential streets. 


Residents of the-area have'sug-. 


gested the village curfew be moved 
up to 10 p.m.-or the. park and the 
church fence off their parking lots. 
and put up gates. Several residents 
said when the police show up the 
youths invariably leave before any 
arrests are made and then return al-' 
most as soon as the police are gone. 


"This is going to go on all summer 


as it has in the past," one man said. 
"This is a nuisance-to our privacy." 
He and other residents who talked 
with The Herald did not want to be( 
identified for fear of reprisals from* 
the youths. 


DONEY SAID the River Trails 


Park District should hire off-duty po- 
lice as does the Mount Prospect Park 
District. He also suggested the park 
board make an agreement with the 
•village which would enable police to 
enforce park regulations in the parks. 
Such an agreement exists with the 
Mount Prospect Park District. 


"We have a number of gathering 


spots in the village," Doney said. 
"There is Meadows Park, Huntington 
Commons Lake, Clearwater Park, the 
area of Algonquin Road and Dempster 
Street, and a park in the Prospect 
Manor subdivision in addition to the 
River Trails park and Grace Lutheran 
problem.

DCS Plalnos officials Wednesday 


said they were encouraged by their 
meeting this week In Washington at 
which they presented tho city's oppo- 
sition to tho proposed O'Haro Water 
Reclamation Plant. 


Eighth Ward Aldermen Richard 


Ward nnd Alan Abrnms presented in- 
formation pointing to several major 
contradictions in a report approving 
construction of the plant by the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District. 


The aldermen specifically asked the 


President's Council on Environmental 
Quality to reject the U.S. Environ- 
mental Agency's environmental-Im- 
pact statement. 


DES PLAINES officials have ar- 


gued that the sewage-treatment plant 
could present health hazards to near- 
by residential areas. 


"I was very pleased with the Presi- 


dent's Council on Environmental 
Quality's recognition of the many In- 
adequacies In tho environmental-im- 
pact statement," Ward said. 


Abrams sold, "I thought tho meet- 


ing was worthwhile and I feel they 
were sympathetic to mir arguments." 


The aldermen said that although 


(hey wore encouraged by the response 
nf tho panel, they were unsure when It 
would act or If the action would be 
favorable. 


"WE LEFT there with no real as- 


surances from them," Abrams sold. 


The EPA statement approves con- 


struction of the $94 million plant on a 
104-acrc tract at the comer of Oakton 
Street and Elmhurst Road. 


Among the information presented 


by Ward and Abrams was a sup- 
pressed EPA staff recommendation 
calling for the plant to be on a 112- 
acre parcel south of the Northwest 
Tollway and west of Elmhurst Road. 
The recommendation said that loca- 
tion would minimize possible health 
hazards to nearby residential areas. 


"They (President's council) seemed 


especially concerned about the rea- 
sonableness of locating a new sewage- 
treatment plant on the site closest to 
a residential community," Ward said. 


Abrams said 
the council was 


"shocked" because the EPA report 
made no mention of a reservoir for 
the proposed plant which would be 
"nothing more than an open sewer." 


THE ALDERMEN also presented 


tho results of a report prepared by 
Donald Dvorak, president of the Way- 
clndcn Park 
Homeowners' Assn., 


which contends the EPA overlooked a 
number of other important factors in 
reviewing the plant. 


Dvorak's report states that the 


MSD's own reports indicate it would 
bo cheaper to enlarge the Salt Creek 
Water Reclamation Plant in Schaum- 
burg to handle sewage that would be- 
scnt to tho DCS Plalnes facility than 
to build tho new plant. 


Dvorak's report also Indicates the 


MSD has stated the Salt Creek plant 


could be expanded faster than the 
O'Hare plant could be built. 


Ward ha noted that there are other 


contradictions, adding that a number 
of statistics developed by the MSD do 
not justify the construction of the 
O'Hare plant at the proposed site. 


DES PLAINES officials have been 


battling with the MSD for nearly 10 
years over construction of the plant. 


One option open to the council 


would be to request a supplement to 
tho environmental-impact statement 
which would cover any unanswered 
questions about the plant. 


Abrams said he docs not know If the 


request would be binding on the EPA, 
but added that if it was rejected the 
EPA could' be vulnerable to a law- 
suit. 


"I feel It would be very persuasive 


to a federal court If the President's 
Council on Environmental Quality 
said the statement was inadequate 
and it was ignored by the EPA," 
Abrams said. 


THE MSD IS hoping to obtain com- 


plete federal approval for the plant 
and a series of deep tunnel sewers by 
the end of the month to beat a June 30 
deadline for spending the federal 
funds that have been allocated for the 
plant. 


The MSD expects to obtain about 75 


per cent of the $153 million cost of the 
plant and tunnels from the federal 
government.

In the continuing controversy over 


the education of deaf children at Ken- 
sington School in Arlington Heights, 
School Dist.

Mayor not criticizing nonfilers 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. 


Teichert said he is not disappointed 
that the four new members of the vil- 
lage board have declined to file their 
1974 income tax returns for public In- 
spection. 


"I'm not going to criticize people 


for not doing what I do," Teichert 
said, noting he did file his 1974 tax 
returns with the village clerk. His dis- 
closure was part of a call for a new 
era of openness in village govern- 
ment. 


SAYING HE HAD appealed to other 


board members to follow his lead, 
Teichert said, "I was not naive 
enough to think all board members 
would do that. But I still think it is a 
good Idea."

4 downtown parking garages advised

Tho Village of Arlington Heights will need al least 


(our parking garages to meet tho needs of downtown 
redovelopmcnt, Joe Kcsslcr, village planner, told mem- 
bers of the Downtown Garage Committee Wednesday. 


Tho commlttcce — which will study the need for a 


downtown parking garage — met for the first time 
Wednesday night. Kcsslcr told the group that a 330- 
space garago proposed for tho central business district 
Is "just a drop of water In the bucket." 


"The total amount of downtown' parking is 2,900 


spaces, mostly commuter parking. We're going to need 
2,300 additional spaces by 1980 and 1,500 more by the 
year 2000," he said. 


Lack of parking spaces is just one "of many prob- 


lems" hindering downtown redevelopment, Kcsslcr 
said. 


"People tend to oversimplify the problems of down- 


town. I have listed 31 problems of the downtown area 


and I can assure you there are a lot more," he said. 


KESSLER SAID one of the main difficulties is "we 


don't have enough land." 


"The entire downtown area is only 31 acres. For a 


town almost 15 miles square and a population of 75,000, 
that's not enough," he said. 


The land in the downtown area is also used poorly, 


Kcsslcr said, noting that most of the land "is taken over 
by street rights-of-way and parking." 


Other problems listed by Kessler included high land 


values, traffic congestion, access problems and unrea- 
sonable village ordinances. 


"Unless we take a comprehensive approach and meet 


all the problems, any plan will fail. There are more 
failures than successes in downtown redevelopment be- 
cause cities didn't take an over-all approach," he said. 


A study of redevelopment studies dating back to 1959 


showed that "one of the biggest problems is much of 
the downtown property is controlled by three or four 


people," said August Bcttman, committee chairman. 


"IT APPEARS most of the plans died because of the 


' problem of how to get the key property owners to coop- 
erate In the program," he said. 


The village's lack of legal power to participate in a 


development program, is another obstacle to redevelop- 
ment, Bettnum said. 


"There is no state statute authorizing downtown rede- 


velopment unless there is a slum or blighted area. Ob- 
viously, that doesn't apply here," he said. 


Committee member William Griffith said the group 


has "to work with the businessmen and property own- 
ers in the central business district In developing any 
plan. 


"We've had a tendency in the past not to Include 


these people. We've got to give them an incentive to 
develop," he said. 


Earl Johnson, executive director of the Chamber of 


Commerce, said downtown Arlington Heights "takes on 


the appearance of a huge parking lot with individual 
buildings." 


"THE DOWNTOWN area is not really paying Its way 


from the standpoint of developing tax dollars. We've got 
to start making use of the air space," he said. 


The village parking ordinance also causes hardship 


for developers, Johnson said. 


"The business leaders all say the same thing. They 


can't afford to develop the land with the kind of parking 
ordinances we have. They can't afford to put up a build- 
ing and provide parking spaces on land selling for $6, $7 
and $3 a foot," he said. 


Kessler said the potential for downtown redevelop- 


ment is "tremendous but it will take years to accom- 
plish." 


"Plans on paper are a very easy thing to do but how 


to implement them is the problem. I've seen commu- 
nties where there is tremendous support for redevelop- 
ment but I don't see that same atmosphere here ' he 
said. 


Plan unit urges 
120-day test 
for sodium lights 


The Arlington Heights Plan Com- 


m i s s i o n recommended Wednesday 
t h a t high-pressure sodium-vapor 
lights be given a 120-day test to deter- 
mine resident reaction. 


The test of the controversial yellow 


lights would be held along Princeton 
Street In tho Surrey Ridge subdivision 
and along Slgwalt Street from tho 
Davis Street curve by tho village hall 
to Highland Avenue. The two areas 
were selected to represent a residen- 
tial area and a major street. 


In making the recommendation to 


tho full village board, the plan com- 
mission asked that the matter be re- 
turned to the plan commission for 
public hearings after the tests arc 
completed. 


THE COMMISSION also voted to 


recommend that a parallel tost area 
In Surrey Ridge be set up using mer- 
cury-vapor lights outfitted in newly 
designed flat-bottom fixtures that con- 
centrate the light on tho street. 


The commission recommendations 


came after nearly four hours of dis- 
cussion, comments and arguments 
about the sodium-vapor light systems. 


William Bachcm, village electrical 


engineer, sold tha sodium-vapor lights 
i would save energy and would cut tho 
village electric bill by up to 50 per 
cent. 


"In dollars, you can justify n so- 


dium-vapor light in two years," Bach- 
•m said. 


He defended himself as having tak- 


en an advocate's position in favor of 
tho sodium lights. "I would be an ad- 
vocate of pink lighting if it were more 
economical," he said. 


OPPONENTS OP the sodium lights 


attacked their yellow glow as being 
"garish and ghoulish" and not in 
keeping with the residential character 
of the village. 


One woman sold the sodium lighting 


system on Davis Street "looks like 
Mars. It's unnatural." 


Raymond Punk, representing the 


Scarsdalo subdivision, said home- 
owners in his area "are very, very 
opposed" to the sodium-vapor lights. • 


Funk sold objections were centered 


on the yellow glow. "Really the objec- 
tion is to the color of the lights which 
Is deemed not appropriate to nn area 
such as ours." 


Invln Page, the village forester, 


said the hazard presented to trees and 
plants by the sodium-vapor lights .is 
not as great as was once feared. He 
said trees past the sapling stage do 
not suffer from the effects of the 
lights, although some species of hot- 
house or nursery plants have been 
harmed.

The commission asked the Arlington 


Heights Health Dept to take action on 
standing water and Utter violations 
caused by the Frenchman's Cove de- 
velopment which is adjacent to Mill 
Creek but in Arlington Heights. 


The commission also heard from 


Village Engineer Alan. Sander that 
much of the problem between the two 
developments could be corrected by 
cutting a swale between the proper- 


ties — a project that would take $1,000 
and one day of work but would have 
to be the responsibility of the village 
of Buffalo Grove.' 


Angry residents of the Mill Creek 


area told Arlington Heights officials 
that,the soil erosion and water prob- 
lems' in the area are severe. 


Donald Feldman, 648 Stanford Ln., 


in Mill Creek, told the commission, 
"We have a horrendous situation 
here. The bugs and the stench are un- 
real. I'm getting tired of talking. We 
are living In an area extremely haz- 
ardous to children and personal prop- 
erty."

Another resident, Mel Romanoff, 


1303 Mill Creek Dr., said, "I can show 
you erosion like you have never 
seen." 


Paul Young, 1227 Mill Creek Dr., 


said he has planted shrubs three 
times and they all have died because 
of the erosion. 


"Garbage is being dumped on the 


hill, the sewer Is filled with debris and 
it doesn't work during heavy storms," 
he said. 


Sander told the commission other 


action is pending which may help cor- 


rect another problem. He said he has 
sent a letter to Edward Swartz, owner 
of Frenchman's Cove, ordering con- 
struction of a chain-link fence around 
an open detention basin within "five 
days or a citation will be issued." 


Sander also said he does not believe 


Swartz Is the cause of the erosion 
problems In Mill Creek. Sander said 
he believes Miller Builders stacked 
dirt on the Frenchman's Cove proper- 
ty and this is what caused the erosion. 


"The soil erosion problem is not 


caused by Swartz and I will not take 


action on it," Sander said and sug- 
gested a swale be cut between the 
properties. Arlington Heights received 
permission to cut a swale behind Volz 
Road and now it is up to Buffalo 
Grove to cut another swale on their 
side of the line, Sander said. 


Jean Hanlan, chairman of the Envi- 


ronmental Control Commission, said, 
"I don't want to hear about a problem 
between Miller and Swartz. Let's just 
get this situation cleaned up.

for summer jobs arc being given a 
helping hand by the village personnel 
department. 


The experimental program, "The 


Job Line," uses the village offices as 
a clearing center between the youths 
and local employers. Local businesses 
and homeowners wanting yard or 
clean-up help can use the lino. 


A coupon was included in the sum- 


mer Issue of tho village newsletter 
mailed to all residents. The coupon In- 
vites youths, between 14 and 10, to 
register with the village referral ser- 
vice. 


To date, 133 teenagers have signed 


up. said Gregory Ford, village person- 
nel director. More than a dozen Inter- 
ested employers have contacted the 
village, he said. 


YOUTHS LOOKING for work are to 


send In their name, age, address and 
telephone number to tho village along 
with a parent's signature. The village 
compiled tho list, which also shows 


what^ areas of town the youths want to 
work in, that is given out to the per- 
spective employers. Additional names 
will be added. 


Actual work and pay arrangements 


are then mode between the teenagers 
and the employer. The village takes 
no resposlbility for tho type of work, 
conditions or job performance, Ford 
sold. 


Ford said tho job line is an out- 


growth of a proposal that the Ecology 
Corps be used to do household and 
yard tasks for senior citizens. The 
work, under the proposal which was 
not implemented, would have been 
done at no charge to the elderly. 


"A lot of senior citizens said they 


were interested in the service and 
would be willing to pay the kids them- 
selves," he said. 


Typical jobs would be mowing 


lawns, cleaning screens or clearing 
out a garage or basement, he said. 


MIKE ELLIS, one of those who has 


signed up, said tho idea Is "great," 


even though he has not found a job. 


"I'm looking for Just about anything 


around my neighborhood," said Ellis, 
16. 


The job outlook for teens around his 


neighborhood is pretty bleak this sum- 
mer, he said. "Of all the guys in the 
block, only one got a job," he said. 


After he and his friends made the 


rounds of markets and local stores un- 
successfully looking for work, he 
mailed the coupon to the village. 


"My dad saw it and showed it to me 


so I sent it in," Ellis said. 


"I think it's a good idea. It shows 


me they care about what's happening 
with the young people in town," he 
said. 


MRS. JOHN KEEPER said her 15- 


year-old daughter, Joyce, signed up 
with the program after a babysitting 
job fell through. 


"It's great; especially if she can 


find anything," Mrs. Keefer said. 


The work available to 15-year-olds 


is limited by state laws covering child 
labor, but Mrs. Keefer said Joyce is 
experienced. 


"She can do yard work. She does all 


the outside jobs around home," she 


said. 


MRS. KEEFER said neighborhood

New restrictions appeal likely 


N e w restrictions In Arlington 


Heights' reduced cab fare policy for 
senior citizens appear likely because 
of reported abuses In the seven- 
month-old program. 


Robert E. Blrks, president of Ar- 


lington City Cab Co., told the village 
board's finance committee Wednesday 
night that some persons are regularly., 
taking $4 or $5 cab rides for which 
they pay only 60 cents under the vil- 
lage subsidy program. 


Arlington Heights pays $1 to the cab 


company per ride for a total fare of 
$1.50. 


BIRKS SAID extended trips being 


take by some persons have driven the 
average cost of each senior citizen 


ride to $2,20. 


Nearly 2,000 Arlington Heights resi- 


dents 65 years of age or older have 
identification cards making them eli- 
gible for 50-cent one-way cab trips 
anywhere in the village. The program 
is costing the village about $2,000 per 
month. 


Trustee Frank Palmatler, finance 


committee chairman, said the $2.20 
cost per ride was '"obviously out- 
landish" and could not be picked up 
by the village. As a result, some re- 
strictions will have to-be enacteu' to 
curtail use of the program, he said. 


Possible new regulations Include a 


mileage or dollar limit' on each subsi- 
dized trip, restrictions on the number 


of trips a rider could take every 
month, or the revocation of identi- 
fication cards from persons thought to 
be taking advantage of the program. 


"We want to continue the pro- 


gram," Blrks said. "We're only Inter- 
ested in breaking even." 


BIRKS ALSO has asked the .village 


board to approve an increase in the 
regular taxi cab fare from 60 to 70 
cents for every mile beyond the first 
mile for which the rate is $1.10. 


Higher gasoline prices make the 


fare increase necessary, he said. 
However, the finance committee said 
it wants to review Arlington City Cab 
Co.'s financial statement before decid- 
ing on the higher fare. 


"I don't like to raise the fare be- 


cause It cuts off about five per cent of 
our business for several months," 
Birks said. "People who take cabs 
generally are not rich people. They're 
housewives going to the grocery store 
or doctor's office." 


Blrks said that he had no objection 


to giving the village a copy of the 
company's financial statement. 


"EITHER WE STAY in business, or 


go out of business. We have no 
choice," he said. 


Arlington City Cab Co. is the only 


'firm licensed to pick up riders in the 
Village of Arlington Heights.

Ho sold he had concerns about tho 
proximity of the Industrial park and 
the proposed placing of the nursing 
home's parking in tho front of the 
building. 


William Moore, attorney for the de- 


velopers, noted "the village has a 
super record of turning down nursing 
homes" and said he thought the site 
and parking plans were reasonble. 


The project must be approved by 


the Arlington Heights Village Board.
